Engraved 
allegorical frontispiece by [Charles] Simonneau lame after Antoine Coypel, with the 
royal portrait by Rigaud; title vignette by Sebastien Le Clerc within unsigned border by 
Louis Simonneau; 286 finely engraved plates depicting both sides of 286 medals, with 
descriptive text within elaborately decorative borders, occasionally with culs-de-lampe; 
printed on rectos only; (6) page index [11. 287-289]. The gilt arms on the binding were 
reworked long ago in an effort to rid them of their royal nature: the fleurs-de-lis are ef¬ 
faced, as are the top of the crown and the image of the sun. The nature of this “emenda¬ 
tion” suggests that it was done during the revolutionary period. This is further suggested by 
what at first appears to be localized foxing to the obverses of the first 31 plates: discoloration 
that upon further examination appears to be residue from an early attempt to cover the 
royal visage and later efforts to restore the images [the iconoclast apparently tired after the 
first 31 plates]. Binding a good bit worn, as usually seen on this massive volume, but sound. 
The volume has been rebacked, with the original spine, minus occasional fragments, laid 
on. A few of the first 31 plates bear repaired tears; a few have small amounts of loss. The 
rest of the volumes pages are near fine. Title page with 1724-dated inscription. A few notes 
throughout. Ex Alfred Gelis, with his bookplate. Very good, with defects noted.

A censored copy of the first edition of perhaps the most sumptuous numismatic 
work ever produced. Medailles sur les principaux evenements du regne de Louis le 
Grand was created by the Academie Royale des Medailles et des Inscriptions and 
was intended not simply to be a record of the medals of Louis XIV, but a carefully 
constructed history of his reign. In The Fabrication of Louis XIV, Peter Burke 
discusses the publication of this work. The king himself was deeply involved in its 
execution and wished to supplant the previous work on the subject by Menestrier. 
Burke states that the decision to exclude certain medals was made at the highest 
levels. From the birth of Louis XIV in 1638 and his ascension to the throne on the 
death of Louis XIII less than five years later, this work traces the important events 
in the life of this illustrious monarch as well as the history of France itself. Louis 
was intensely interested in the arts and did much to create the reputation France 
still enjoys as a center of culture. He was determined to expand the royal coin 
cabinet and issued commemorative medals on many occasions. This devotion 
to numismatics and historiography is reflected in the physical production of this 
volume. The finest engravers were hired, the best paper available was used, and 
the bindings were beautiful and ornate. One does not acquire the sobriquet Le 
Roi Soleil due to one’s simplicity of taste. Even the font used to print the text was 
specially created for Louis: Romain du Roy was designed by Philippe Grandjean 
(1666-1714) around 1700, having been in development since 1693. This was the 
first work printed in this font, which attempted to use scientific principles to de¬ 
velop a font that was both practical and elegant. Only the royal press could use the 
fonts, which continued to be developed through 1745. The historical descriptions 
of the medals were written by Nicolas Boileau-Despreaux (1636-1711), and the 
engravings and other artistic flourishes required the participation of artists An¬ 
toine Coypel (1661-1722), Charles Simonneau (1645-1728), Louis Simonneau 
(1654-1727), Nicolas Pitau (1670-1724), Sebastien Le Clerc (1637-1714), Jean 
Berain (1640-1711) and many others. Jean Racine (1639-1699) played a role in 
the early development of the project, which was eventually published under the 


auspices of the Imprimerie Royale by Jean Anisson (c. 1642-1721). Other partici¬ 
pants included Jean-Paul Bignon (1662-1743), the librarian to the king, and Paul 
Tallemand (1642-1712). Francois Charpentier (1620-1702) was an important 
member of l’Academie fran<;aise and was involved in the production of many of 
the medals depicted in this volume. While primary authorship has traditionally 
been ascribed to him, his actual involvement in the work appears unclear. The 
final product is a masterpiece of the bibliographic arts. Each page depicts the ob¬ 
verse and reverse of a medal, with beautifully printed descriptive text, all within 
intricate ornamental borders, occasionally with culs-de-lampe. The magnificent 
allegorical frontispiece was engraved by Charles Simonneau following a design 
by Coypel and integrating a portrait of Louis by Hyacinthe Rigaud (1659-1743). 
Fleurons and other decorative flourishes abound. (The Musee de Flmprimerie, in 
Lyon, held an exhibition in 2002 to celebrate the 300th anniversary of this work.) 
This particular copy features a binding with the royal arms emblazoned on both 
sides and the king’s double-L cipher integrated into the spine’s intricately gilt 
design. Baron W.H.J. van Westreenen van Tiellandt (1783-1848), in cataloguing 
the magnificent library of Pierre Van Damme in 1808, wrote that those copies 
with the royal arms were “executee par les ordres du monarque meme, qui sen est 
reserve tous les exemplaires pour en faire des presens.” It would seem that some 
of the more monarchal elements of the binding of this copy were subjected to 
revolutionary editing, effacing some of the gilt-work on the covers (though not 
the spine). Censored copies of numismatic works are rare, with only the rather 
alarming portrait of Priapus enhancing Antoine Le Pois’s 1579 Discours spring¬ 
ing to mind. The first edition of this majestic work was presented to Louis XIV on 
January 9, 1702. A quarto edition was printed the same year. Two other editions, 
with added text in German, were printed in Schaffhausen (1704) and Baden 
(1705). Following the king’s death in 1715, an expanded edition was published 
in 1723.

Vladimir Clain and Elvira Eliza Olinescu began their numismatic careers in Eu¬ 
rope. The couples early lives were continually affected by warfare, with Elviras 
family fleeing their native Romania in her youth and her formal education at the 
Cernauti university ceasing with the 1940 Soviet invasion of northern Bukovina. 
In 1939, she had married Vladimir Clain (born Waldemar Gunther Klein). Vladi¬ 
mir held a doctoral degree, being a student of history and archaeology—and in¬ 
creasingly of numismatics. Their lives were upended when they were sent to the 
Buchenwald concentration camp by the Germans in 1943. They survived a year 
and a half in Buchenwald before being released. With Romania being under Soviet 
rule, they decided to live in Italy, where they worked for the Santamaria firm. At 
some point, they began to go by Clain-Stefanelli, Stefanelli being Vladimir’s moth¬ 
er’s maiden name. In 1951, they moved to the United States, where they would 
live out the remainder of their lives. Among other firms, the couple worked for 
Hesperia Art and Stack’s, and were instrumental in the development of the lat¬ 
ter’s Coin Galleries subsidiary, with Elvira writing their first sale catalogue (July 
13, 1954) and Vladimir managing the operation. Vladimir was appointed curator 
of the National Numismatic Collection in October 1956. Elvira joined him there 
the following year, and succeeded Vladimir upon his death in 1982. During their 
tenures, the numismatic collection housed in the National Museum of American 
History grew from some 65,000 objects to over 1.6 million pieces. Elvira Clain- 
Stefanelli died in 2001. The two left behind a legacy of scholarship and curatorship 
that continues to influence numismatics today.

Callatis, or Kal¬ 
latis (present-day Mangalia), was a notable 
Greek colony established by Heraclea Pontica. The 
Greek coins issued are often of the type of Alexander 
the Great, and frequently bear counterstamps (these 
were of particular interest to Clain-Stefanelli). The 
colony was later subsumed into Moesia Inferior under 
the Romans. Most of Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli’s early 
published numismatic writings are on Callatis, a sub¬ 
ject he returned to as late as 1963.

An unpublished early article by Elvira Clain-Stefanelli, written under her married name of Elvira Clain-Olinescu 
before the couple adopted the name Clain-Stefanelli. As Elvira Olinescu, she had obtained her masters degree in 
history with a thesis on the decline of the absolute monarchy in France in 1938 under Dr. Rolulus Candea. The 
Russian invasion of 1940 made it impossible for her to pursue her doctoral work. She later wrote of her historical 
research, “I realized that the new political order and credo in Romania had made my research for my work on the 
Romanians and their participation in the Italian Risorgimento obsolete, and certain that this study would not gen¬ 
erate sufficient interest to find a publisher in Italy, I began to work on the history of Napoleon I viewed within the 
context of Hitler’s totalitarianism. Though this concept did attract some interest and even an editor, I soon became 
involved in a far more challenging research project. The seemingly inexhaustible archives of the Vatican offered 
me the opportunity to study for awhile various interesting episodes of modern Romanian history: the search for 
asylum or a second homeland in Italy by expatriate Romanians, whether authors, travelers, or deposed princes 
of Moldavia or Wallachia; or to focus on the peasant uprising in Transylvania in 1782—truly, the possibilities for 
research and publication seemed without bounds” (“Autobiography,” in Italiam fato profugi Hesperinaque venerunt 
litora: Numismatic Studies Dedicated to Vladimir and Elvira Eliza Clain-Stefanelli ).

A very interesting collection of numismatic letters, all of them written or received during the years the Clain- 
Stefanellis lived in Rome after the war. The letters cover a number of different subjects and include some 
purely commercial correspondence (Clain-Stefanelli worked for R & P. Santamaria at the time). The most 
interesting letters pertain to his ongoing research and his quest for access to materials and good photographs 
and casts in the immediate post-war years. Clain-Stefanelli was resuming his previous work on Callatis and 
required considerable assistance from such institutions as the British Museum and the American Numismatic 
Society, as well as an impressive array of Continental museums. The group, besides bringing together a large 
number of important numismatic personalities, provides a most interesting view of serious numismatics in 
the aftermath of the upheaval caused by the war.

One large scrapbook [30.5 by 25.5 cm], containing over 100 leaves on which have been 
pasted thousands of photographs of primarily ancient Greek coins (along with some Ro¬ 
man and Byzantine pieces), with the Greek coins keyed to Heads Historia Numorum. The 
leaves are largely detached from the binding, and some of the photos are loose. 
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Twenty small binders [16 by 11 cm in size] holding thousands of leaves of ruled paper 
with detailed handwritten notes describing innumerable world coins, with pasted clipped 
photos of coins throughout. Includes binders labeled as following: Austria; England, Austra¬ 
lia, Canada, South Africa and Newfoundland; France; Germany (Anhalt-Bernburg, Bruns¬ 
wick); Germany (Danzig, Oldenburg); Germany (Prussia, Stuttgart); Germany (Thurn & 
Taxis, Weimar Republic, West German Rep.); Italy, Vatican City; Portugal, Spain; Scandi¬ 
navia, Russia; Switzerland, Monaco, Netherlands, Belgium, Liechtenstein; Eastern Europe, 
Balkans; Afghanistan, Annan, Assam, Burma, Cambodia; Persia; China, Minor Eastern 
Countries; India, Dutch East Indies, Java, Dutch West Indies; Turkey, Algiers, Egypt, Tunis;

Three large matching scrapbooks [29 by 24.5 cm], each containing 100 leaves or more on 
which have been pasted thousands of photographs of medieval and early modern European 
coins and medals, with two of the scrapbooks being devoted entirely to Germanic coinages. 

Materials vary in form and condition, with most papers and photos being well-preserved 
with occasional exceptions. An extraordinary effort on the part of the Clain-Stefanellis and 
a substantial resource for the researcher.

An enormous amount of information, painstakingly assembled over many years apparently by both of the Clain- 
Stefanellis, but mostly by Elvira. It is difficult to say when the couple began assembling material for these note¬ 
books. Elivira began compiling the smaller notebooks shortly after the war, though it seems likely that the larger 
size binders and scrapbooks are older than the smaller ones. After the war had ended, Vladimir had been given the 
job of cataloguing the enormous and magnificent collection formed by Count Alessandro Magnaguti, with Elvira 
assisting him. She later recalled: 

The Magnaguti cabinet contained practically an unparalleled series of Roman Republican coins. It was 
in studying and handling these coins that I developed a love and admiration for this series that has never 
let me. Within one year not only had I memorized the Babelon numbers for this series, but I had also 
determined that his treatise was outdated and difficult to use by Italians as it had been written in French. 
In three years I managed to fill ten notebooks which were to be the foundation for a new manual, which 
the Santamarias were prepared to publish. Unfortunately, this study and project was not to be realized. 
At about the same time, Sydenham’s study had been completed. The chronological rearrangement of the 
Republican coinages by Mattingly and Sydenham had become accepted standard. Despite my protests, 
the Santamarias insisted that my book follow the traditional chronological system. This was a condition I 
could not accept and therefore the work was never published in Rome. Those ten brown notebooks, along 
with additional ones I have filled since, still seem to wink to me asking me what I intend to do with them. 
(“Autobiography,” in Italiam fato profugi Hesperinaque venerunt litora: Numismatic Studies Dedicated to 
Vladimir and Elvira Eliza Clain-Stefanelli ). 

The ten binders referred to on Roman Republican coins are present, of course, along with many others. There 
is some indication that the binders were being compiled at least until the 1950s, and it is possible they remained 
in general use for some time thereafter. It is likely that Vladimir was responsible for the larger notebooks, but this 
is somewhat conjectural. Regardless of who compiled what and when, the data brought together in these binders 
are wide-ranging in content and staggering in quantity. Many years of work were devoted to these booklets, which 
clearly served as both a reference and a repository of knowledge for the pair. It is hoped they will continue to serve 
the researchers of the present as they served those of the past.

A unique, visually delightful unpublished manuscript volume describing and depicting both sides of some 200 
coins and 5 medals, with additional space left for ones “yet unknown.” Compton cites Camden in his brief intro¬ 
ductory text and the title may well derive from the first 1610 edition in English of William Camden’s Britannia, 
wherein pages 97-101 comprise “Conjectures as touching the British Coines.” The first portion of Comptons 
manuscript is devoted to 85 “Explications” comprising “all y 6 Coins of the Antient Britains to (whi) ch y 6 curious 
have Yet Discovered.” It is followed by a section on “Saxon Coins” with 82 illustrations of coins numbered 1-88 
(the circular spaces reserved for numbers 64-68 & 85 are blank), accompanied by descriptions of the first 63. The 
main work concludes with a section entitled “A Table of y English Monarchs from William y Conqueror Down 
to Our Present most gracious Sovereign Lord King George,” comprising 24 descriptions of coins and 6 of medals, 
accompanied by illustrations of 22 of the coins and 5 of the medals. The volume concludes with an index and an 
addenda to it. 

The author, Thomas Compton (1698-1761), was educated mostly at Edinburgh. Cut off from his Calvinist 
fathers support due to his activities in the Church of England, Compton was ordained soon after graduating. 
Excerpts of Comptons otherwise unpublished Exact Diary of all ye Occurances of my Life were published in the 
Essex Review by John Taylor in 1900. Taylor notes that the manuscript includes a “Catalogue of gold, silver, and 
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copper coins, collected from 1719 to 1735, with their cost and worth.” There are also references to numismatic 
transactions and correspondence with a Mr. Millar (“an apothecary and antiquary, who lives near Bishopsgate, 
London”), “Charles Smith, Esq., in the Tower of London, a collector of English coins” and a “Mr. Richmond, 
alderman of Harwich.” According to Manville’s Biographical Dictionary , Comptons “collection of seventy-five lots 
of Greek, Roman, and English coins and medals, with curiosities and numismatic and other books was sold by 
Whiston Bristow, 10-11 February 1763.” A 75-lot sale seems inadequate given Comptons activity, and it would 
seem safe to suggest that the bulk of his collection was dispersed privately after his death or after he apparently 
ceased collecting in 1735. 

From the library of Robert Stearne Tighe, with his finely engraved ex libris. A resident of Mitchelstown, Castle- 
towndelvin, Westmeath, Ireland, Tighe (1760-1835), was a historical author of some renown. An auction descrip¬ 
tion of the volume at hand is tipped in on the verso of the front free flyleaf, incorporating the headline cited above. 
A portion of Tighe’s library featuring a “choice and valuable collection of books and curious tracts, chiefly relative 
to English History” was anonymously sold in London by William Richardson in late January 1800. Perhaps 
including the present work (Tighe’s books appear to have appeared in several sales of the period), it was de¬ 
scribed thus: “Unique eighteenth century manuscript, with inserted heraldic bookplate of Robert Stea¬ 
rne Tighe. This interesting numismatic volume contains colored and pen and ink drawings of eighty-three 
British and Sixty-two Saxon coins, with blanks for additions. There are also addenda of coins of‘Y e English 
Monarchs from William y 6 Conqueror down to Our Present Most Gracious Sovereign Lord King George.” 
Authorship is attributed in the catalogue to Taylor Combe, which is more than highly unlikely since the 
British Museum numismatist was born fifty-fours after the date of the manuscript. 

Correspondence in 1995 is included here among and between the present owner, John Bergman, 
Harrington Manville and Hugh Pagan. Manville concludes that the coat of arms preceding the manu¬ 
script is that of “the Rev. J. Compton, rector of Great Holland, near Colchester, Essex, who died before 
February 1763.... The Compton collection of‘Books, Medals, Coins, Pictures, Books of Coins, &c.’ was 
sold... 10-11 February 1763.” (It was thought at first that the manuscript T was a/.) Manville suggests 
that the coins illustrated in the present volume were derived from coins published in earlier references 
rather than those in Comptons own holdings based on the paucity of Comptons publicly offered col¬ 
lection. In the absence of identifiable correlations between the coins illustrated in the manuscript and 
the relatively few depicted in printed books of the period, coupled with the additional information 
from the Essex Review concerning Comptons numismatic trading and collecting period, the pres¬ 
ent cataloguers believe the illustrated coins were in fact likely from Comptons personal collection. 

In our January 2012 New York sale, Kolbe & Fanning were pleased to offer a 1720 British 
manuscript by David Jennings on coin collecting in general, the description of which culminated 
with: “Manuscripts of numismatic works eventually published, particularly from the eighteenth 
century or earlier, are virtually never encountered outside of institutions, whether preliminary 
or final. The manuscript at hand was written scarcely a quarter century after the first two nu¬ 
mismatic books published in the English language were issued, Obadiah Walkers Greek and 
Roman History Illustrated by Coins & Medals (1692), and John Evelyns Numismata (1697).” 

The first detailed catalogue of English coins was published in 1726, written by Stephen Martin 
Leake. While the present volume never saw publication, its significance as possibly the first 
major treatise on British coins ever written places it in a category all its own. Manville ( Bio¬ 
graphical Dictionary ) page 61.

The preface proposed to issue “fac-similes of four hundred and eighty dif¬ 
ferent Coins, in four Volumes twelves, with an elegant frontispiece, at the price of 
twenty shillings.” After the four volumes had appeared such a wealth of tokens re¬ 
mained un-illustrated that it was decided to extend the series to eight volumes. Initi¬ 
ated by Denton, the last two parts were published by Prattent. The work appeared at 
ten- to fourteen-day intervals in printed wrappers, price sixpence: twelve tokens of 
three plates comprising a number. Given the method of distribution, the change in 
publisher (many sets are comprised of only the first 180 plates), and the proclivity of 
early collectors to cut up plates to illustrate other books (the famous Conder work, for 
example), it is not surprising that few complete sets have survived.

scientific work which has no equal in the Russian or in the entire foreign field 
of numismatic literature” (S.G. Gromachevskii, BudmoepatfumecKiu yKa3amenb 
numepamypu no pyccKou nyMU3MamuKrb). 

The sale of the collection, made final in Cincinnati in 1957, involved dealers 
Abe Kosoff, Edward Gans and Sol Kaplan on the one hand and Princesses Xe¬ 
nia Georgievna (Xenia Jud) and Nina Georgievna (Nina Chavchavadze), the two 
daughters of Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovich and Grand Duchess Maria Geor¬ 
gievna of Russia. Most of the material present derives from KosofFs papers. The 
princesses placed the collection in the care of Edward Gans, who managed its 
cataloguing with the assistance of his wife and James Todorovic. The collection 
as sold consisted of approximately 14,000 coins, medals and decorations, as well 
as a set of the Corpus. Kaplan agreed to pay Kosoff $180,500 for the entire collec¬ 
tion, except the medals, those coins dated between 1717 and 1725 inclusive, and 
the coins of Finland, Poland, Georgia, Prussia and “the Orientals.” The daughters 
were to receive $130,500 and Kosoff was to receive $50,000 in cash, in addition to 
the coins previously enumerated. From there, the bulk of the collection was sold 
intact to Willis H. duPont, who gradually donated it to the Smithsonian for the 
National Collection over a period of a decade beginning in 1959. 

The collection as donated remains the most important collection of Russian 
coins and medals outside of Russia, and included 64 platinum coins, 371 gold 
coins, 9739 silver and copper pieces, including grivna. (A number of important 
gold and platinum coins had already been sold by Christies in 1950.) In addition 
to the coins, the collection included some 1259 medals in precious metals. 

The materials present in the archive are important for a variety of reasons. 
Not only do they provide considerable information on the collection as it existed 
in the late 1950s, but they provide considerable detail on aspects of the sale of 
the collection that have never before been made public (and which in some cases 
correct previous published information). The lengthy correspondence and legal 
documentation regarding the value of the annual donations made by duPont to 
the Smithsonian are of particular interest, as they include financial information 
that would have been kept private by the parties involved. 

The early correspondence present in the lot makes clear that Gans saw the 
collection being donated to the Smithsonian from the very beginning, and that 
he went looking for buyers with this goal in mind. A 2-page typewritten prospec¬ 
tus by Gans makes particular note of the tax advantages to buyers who would 
choose to do so: “This collection is being sought by the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, D.C. The Director has contacted us in the hope that some ar¬ 
rangement could be made to get the collection donated to the Institution.” Gans 
outlines exactly how a staggered series of donations could, when coupled with a 
foreseen increase in value of the coins, work to the buyer’s advantage: “It becomes 
obvious that not only can the entire purchase price be absorbed by tax savings — 
a profit can be effectuated.” 

Of course, the plan developed by Gans is exactly what was followed by the 
purchaser, Willis H. duPont. The considerable tax savings claimed by duPont 
through his annual donations failed to go unnoticed by the Internal Revenue 
Service, however, which examined every aspect of the transaction in consider¬ 
able detail. Much of the correspondence present here concerns the various at¬ 
tempts to determine a fair market value for each year’s donation, with the dealers 
involved trying their hardest to achieve the highest possible figure and the tax 
authorities attempting to prove a far lower number. If any of the parties involved 
in the original transactions were hoping to make a nice paycheck and turn their 
attention to other matters, they were sorely mistaken, as the tax questions con¬ 
tinued to demand their attention until 1968! 

The documents by the tax authorities and the accompanying af¬ 
fidavits are far from being the dry reading they might have been. On 
the contrary, they provide a fascinating overview of the history of 
this remarkable collection and the financial machinations which led 
to its donation to the National Collection. The affidavits prepared by 
lawyer H. Stewart Dunn, Jr., are particularly revealing, as they seem 
to confirm the suspicions that duPont purchased the collection at less 
than its market value, with Kaplan agreeing to this on condition that 
he be retained as duPont’s agent in completing the collection by fill¬ 
ing in the gaps left by the earlier sales of material from the collection. 

Overall, this unique archive provides an enormous amount of 
information regarding what is perhaps the single most important col¬ 
lection of Russian coins ever assembled (certainly the most impor¬ 
tant such collection ever assembled by an individual). No complete 
history of this collection could be written without consulting the ma¬ 
terial here present, which is outlined above in only broad strokes. A 
once in a lifetime opportunity.

Twelve 
notebooks containing thousands of pages filled with Johnsons neat handwriting, recording 
in meticulous [frankly incredible] detail his own numismatic holdings. Very good to fine. 


Raymond W. Johnson was one of the premiere numismatic photographers of his day, and he served as the Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Society’s photographer from 1954 into the early 1960s. Johnson was a talented numismatic pho¬ 
tographer, as this archive clearly demonstrates. The bulk of the photos present here, and all of the negatives, depict 
Johnsons own considerable collection, which is also recorded in the notebooks included in this lot. The photos 
recording Johnsons collection account for 14 of the 17 boxes of material present, and contain many duplicate im¬ 
ages. These constitute mostly Roman and, to a lesser degree, Greek coins, with a strong emphasis on Alexandria. 
(Raymond published on Roman coins in the Coin Collectors Journal in the 1930s and 1940s.) The remaining boxes, 
containing at least 1000 photographs, depict a hugely varied assortment of material. In addition to his duties with 
the ANS, coin dealers made use of Johnsons skills and equipment, as did publishing firms and private researchers. 
According to Johnsons notes, some of these photos were taken for: Ernst Kraus’s “New and Recent Issues” column 
in The Numismatist (e.g., the photo of Reunion’s 1955 5 franc piece depicted on page 1123 of the October 1956 
issue is present); Coin Galleries; A. Carson Simpson; Robert Nesmith; John Davenport; Philip Grierson; Wayte 
Raymond (for Coins of the World); Margaret Thompson; Hans M.F. Schulman; Max Kaplan; Edmund Zygman; 
George C. Miles; and Whitman Publishing. A typed letter signed in ink from Dorothy Paschal to Johnson, dated 
Nov. 18,1957, is present, lauding Johnson’s photographs and noting that “Dr. Sheldon was delighted with them and 
so am I. We can use every one of them and we feel sure that they will make the kind of reproductions we want in 
the book.” (Sadly these photographs are not present.) The array of numismatic material represented is astonishing. 
Nearly every form of coinage is represented, from Celtic ring money and Chinese knife money to multiple thalers 
and modern proofs. Most of the coins depicted are ancient Greek and Roman coins, though medieval and early 
modern pieces are also represented, as are strictly modern issues. American coins are occasionally to be found, 
though they constitute a small fraction of the photos present: there are envelopes devoted to private gold and 
ingots, American colonial coins and currency, ANS medals, Benjamin Franklin medals, Presidential medals and 
“Misc. American Medals, Etc.” Some of the photographs are of documents, some of clay tablets, some of plaquettes. 
The vast majority, however, are of the coins themselves, sometimes singly, sometimes in groups. They are generally 
arranged carefully in envelopes, though some of them are unsorted. One double-row box contains coin envelopes 
filled with carefully cropped photos. Some larger photos are present, including two photos dated Spring 1955 
of the “Museum Court” area of 155th and Broadway, home of the ANS (“Taken by me with Mr. Mosser’s Argus 
Camera — on a very cloudy day.”) A wonderful assemblage of material by a talented numismatic photographer.

A few catalogues include correspondence or other ad¬ 
ditional content. The Mar. 14-15, 1969 catalogue includes two receipts from the United States Secret Service for 
contraband items seized by them, including a 1786 eight escudos in platinum that Schulman demanded back in a 
telex also included (the other coins seized all appear to have been seized in accordance with the laws of the day). 
That sale also included some coins that were pulled from the sale on the request of the IAPN, according to notes in 
this copy. Other interesting materials include a printing bill for the March 1969 catalogue which states that Schul¬ 
mans print run was 7200. A telex included in the October 1970 sale instructs Schulman to buy a number of pieces 
of plate money as ‘Tyngstroem may be on floor I would not like to lose these plates to him.” Handwritten notes 
throughout correct occasional errors, record “book” bids and comment on various bidders. 

Born in 1913 into a numismatic dynasty, Hans Maurice Frederick was schooled in the Netherlands, later stud¬ 
ied at the Sorbonne, and rather involuntarily emigrated to the United States before the war, barely a step ahead of 
the Nazis. Fluent in five languages and no less in female assignations, he managed to find time to form a major nu¬ 
mismatic enterprise in New York City, where be became allied, early on, with the principals of Numismatic Gallery 
and, even more propitiously, the Stack family. A shared fluency and the ability to conduct business in several lan¬ 
guages made him the favored agent of King Farouk, not only to his benefit but to that of the American coin trade 
in general and Stack’s in particular. Schulman was a founding member of both the Professional Numismatic Guild 
and the International Association of Professional Numismatists. The New York Schulman auction sale catalogues 
cover the numismatic spectrum. Odd and curious monies, countermarked / counterstamped coins, numismatic 
literature, shipwreck coins, mainstream ancient Greek, Roman, and Byzantine coins, Latin American rarities, and 
the full range of medieval and modern foreign coins and medals, all—including the more-than-occasional piece 
of dubious authenticity—were within his purview. Most of the truly notable later Schulman sales are present here, 
including: 1964 Virgil Brand Part 2; 1965 Arlow / Salway Konstantine Rouble sale; the 1966 book sale; 1968 Me¬ 
dina collection of Proclamation Coins and Spanish-American Rarities; Mabbott I, III and V; and Gibbs I, II and 
IV.

An extraordinary and very rare work, of considerable interest to students of bank 
note printing and related sciences. The essay was written in response to a contest 
held by James William Gilbart, of the London and Westminster Bank, offering a 
prize for the best essay written on the practical application of the inventions and dis¬ 
coveries showcased at the 1851 Great Exhibition to the field of banking. The first two 
editions of Sharp’s winning essay were not illustrated. This third edition is distinctive 
for being illustrated in a novel manner. As the essay focuses on those products exhib¬ 
ited in 1851, Sharp gathered together all sorts of samples, plates, illustrations, hand¬ 
bills, circulars and catalogues from the various exhibitors and bound them together 
with his essay. These “extras” add up to more than half of the bulk of the volume at 
hand, and are fascinating to peruse. The essay itself is exhaustive, treating of every¬ 
thing from lighting and doorways to pencils and account books. More pertinently, 
he discusses methods of bank note printing and production at some length. Relevant 
subjects covered by the main essay include: the prevention of forgery, bank note 
paper, checks, engraving and printing techniques, and the quest for “inimitable en¬ 
graving.” These are supplemented by some of the over 90 additional materials bound 
in following the essay. Most importantly, these include “Perkins’ Bank Note, with 
combination of difficult engraving,” the same “faced” on “Perkins and Co.’s patent 
for the prevention of anastatic and photographic forgery,” other bank notes showing 
intricate machine engraving and facsimile portraits, a bill of exchange, an essay on 
photographic forgery of bank notes, an essay on “Baildon’s Patent for the Prevention 
of Fraud in Letters of Credit,” various security paper and check samples, representa¬ 
tions of anastatic forgery, watermark samples, etc. The supplementary material, like 
the essay, covers many additional subjects as well. A rare and important work, and 
quite fascinating to read.

“No. 9 of 25 copies printed on this paper,” according to a note in period handwriting at the base of the Preface 
signed S. Leigh S. & Co. Apparently a combined special edition of these two important sales. The Cavaliere Cam¬ 
pana sale is rare in any format: we recently sold a copy of the regular edition, which was the first we had handled 
in 25 years. Catalogued by J.L.E. Curt, the Giovanni Pietro Campana collection brought a total of over £3000, an 
astonishing sum for the day. The Durrant sale was very important, though it is as notorious now as it was famous 
then. In their overview of the 1840-49 decade, Manville and Robertson write that Colonel William Durrant s 
“superb collection was partially obtained by theft.” In a later footnote, they further explain that “From the mid¬ 
nineteenth century it was known that someone had exchanged inferior coins for many choice specimens in early 
nineteenth-century sales. Recently K.F. Sugden has discovered that the thief was Durrant and that pedigrees from 
such sales as Dimsdale ... Rich ... and Trattle ... were thereby muddled.” There is cruel humor and more than a 
little irony in S. Feigh Sotheby’s trumpeting of provenances in the above title, as it was the auction firm’s gross 
negligence during lot viewing that added to the magnificence of Durrant’s nimble-fingered “exceedingly choice” 
collection, “formed with great judgment and indefatigable zeal during the last forty years” at the aforementioned 
sales. The exact nature of this special edition is admittedly unclear, and it is possible that the volume at hand is a 
trimmed copy of a large paper edition. At the very least, the volume combines two scarce and important sales and 
is entirely hand-priced and named.

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Tom Virzi’s Original 
Manuscript on the Bronze 
Coins of Magna Craecia

A highly important manuscript of several hundred leaves, with other 
materials written by Tom Virzi relating to the bronze coins of Magna 
Graecia. Virzi (1881-1974), an assistant to Swiss dealer Jacob Hirsch, 
formed one of the great collections in this area, some of which was 
sold by Hirsch himself in November 1907, but most of which re¬ 
mained intact until Bank Leu offered 300 pieces in 1973 and Alex 
Malloy sold others in 1980. Virzi was collecting these pieces at a time 
when they were underappreciated, and a fine eye for style and detail 
allowed him to form an extraordinary collection of these significant 
coins. The present manuscript is of very high importance. It is care¬ 
fully arranged and is clearly a work progressing toward publication 
(though actual publication never occurred). Each section comprises 
an introduction to the city under discussion, followed by a detailed 
catalogue of its coins. Nearly 1700 coins in total are described. The 
manuscript includes an enormous amount of information derived 
from decades of focused study: the section on Syracuse alone is 
about 200 pages long. Virzi also copied by hand a number of excerpts 
from published references to supplement his own efforts, and is care¬ 
ful to cite the standard references where appropriate. The dating of 
the materials present is difficult, as their compilation clearly spanned 
a number of years and may have included occasional contributions 
from other parties. Various auction sales are cited throughout, espe¬ 
cially the Hirsch sales. It seems safe to say that the bulk of the manu¬ 
script material here present dates from the early 1930s and before, 
although later notes have been added, some of them from at least 
the early 1950s. The later materials tend to be in English (Virzi and 
Hirsch both moved to New York before the Second World War). Ex

An important single volume from the exceptionally rare Iconographie by Visconti and Mongez. This 
volume begins the coverage of “empereurs, cesars, tyrans, et leurs families,” and hence is particularly 
significant, including as it does Julius Caesar and the early emperors. The three chapters cover “Jules 
Cesar et sa famille,” “Successeurs de Neron,” and “Vespasien et sa famille.” In over 40 years, we have 
been privileged to offer only two complete sets of the Iconographie , and even individual volumes 
are very infrequently available. The “footprint” of these remarkable books is overwhelming. Over 
two feet in height and nearly 20 inches wide, this single tome weighs about 17.5 pounds (8 kg). 
The volumes may well be the most imposing set of numismatically illustrated books ever published. 
The main author, Ennio Quirino Visconti (1751-1818), was an internationally recognized classical 
scholar and draughtsman. As Conservateur des Antiques in the Louvre and Director of the Musee 

Napoleon, he conceived the imperial project of a classified ico¬ 
nography of the ancient world—a monumental lexicon of clas¬ 
sical antiquity. The seven resulting volumes, printed by Didot in 
his striking new type, are but a mere fragment of the iconogra¬ 
phy as it was intended. Visconti himself died in 1818, and the 
final volumes were prepared under Chevalier Antoine Mongez 
(1747-1835). (Brunet states that the final volume was published 
in 1833, not 1826 as indicated on the title.) The work as a whole 
covers every known, or suspected, king whose portrait has sur¬ 
vived, and a variety of portraits of famous men, backed by con¬ 
temporary references from classical literature. Some of the finest 
engravers of the day contributed to the project, including Beis- 
son, Dorez, Guttenberg, Lacour, Laurent, Migneret and others. 
Nearly all of the plates in the present volume include depictions 
of ancient coins. While the outstanding quality of the engravings 
is perhaps most striking at first glance, the volumes evince a very 
high level of scholarship as well. This first folio edition, intended 
for presentation purposes only, was followed by an edition for 
sale in which the text was published in quarto format and accom¬ 
panied by two folio volumes of plates.

A remarkable recent discovery. The “Dixie Land Collec¬ 
tion” was Adams’s thirtieth and final sale. While a printed 
announcement of the sale mentioning a plated version of 
the catalogue has been known for many years, an actual 
example of the plated catalogue has never been offered 
publicly or reported to the numismatic community. The 
plates are high-quality photographic plates, and are well-ex¬ 
ecuted. The first depicts a variety of U.S. and colonial coins, 
including 1796 and 1797 half dollars, an 1879 Flowing Hair 
Stella, a Pine Tree shilling, a Rosa Americana twopence, a 
Chalmers shilling, rare Seated Liberty dollars and a Confed¬ 
erate cent. The second plate mostly depicts US. half cents and 
large cents, including key dates (1796 half cent with pole, two 
1793 chain cents) and well-preserved early dates; a few early 
U.S. silver coins (1804 dime, etc.) are also included. While the 
printed sale announcement mentioned earlier stated that 100 
plated copies would be printed, the fact that the sale’s existence 
went unrecorded for a century strongly suggests a rather more 
limited print run. Discovering a new 20th-century century plat¬ 
ed sale is exciting enough: that the plates in question are of high 
quality and depict some very nice U.S. and colonial coins is truly 
icing on the cake. 

The cataloguer, Geoffrey Charlton Adams, is a bit of a mys¬ 
tery. John W. Adams has noted that “although claiming to have 
been a numismatist since 1879, he does not surface in the hobby 
until 1903. Three years after he surfaces—in October of 1906, to be 
exact—he earns the rare honor of being expelled from the Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Association.” While the reasons for his expulsion 
appear to have been forgotten, the event may have been the final 
blow to his career. Regardless, he seems to have disappeared shortly 
thereafter. A decade later, Tom Elder termed Adams “a unique nu¬ 
mismatist who formerly had offices in the Scrapiron, and an inter¬ 
view with whom is sought by several individuals.”

Most interesting for the listing on pages 7-10 of 98 people convicted of passing counterfeit bills during 1861, which 
provides information on which bills they were convicted of passing. While 19th-centry publications occasionally 
report on convictions for counterfeiting bills, they only rarely go into much detail. In this publication, however, 
one can learn that John Parker was sentenced to five years and three month in state prison for passing counterfeit 
$5 bills of the Citizens’ Bank, Worchester. The Association of Banks for the Suppression of Counterfeiting gave 
cash rewards for information leading to the conviction of those involved with the counterfeiting trade, and closely 
monitored which bad notes were being passed where and by whom. Sabin 29302.

The weekly reporter of May 14, 1839.. .announced the death of Robert Thaxter Bicknell on 
May 7, 1839—thirty-three years old. Bicknell in his will bequeathed his establishment to 
Matthew T. Miller, a near relative, who for many years had been associated with the firm 
as cashier. ... Matthew T. Miller continued the publication of the weekly reporter...until 
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June 30, 1857. ... They no doubt contain considerable source material on banks and banking during 
that interesting period.” A “Bank Note List” routinely occupies the bulk of the last page of each issue, 
listing by State the various American banks of issue, along with those of Wisconsin Territory and 
Canada. There are columns for Name, Location, and “Discount at Philadelphia.” The last column 
includes designations such as fraud, closed and failed. An asterisk by a bank denotes that “there are 
either counterfeit or altered notes, of various denominations, in circulation throughout the United 
States.” The first two pages usually feature news of the day, much of financial interest. The third 
page is mainly commercial news and features a table listing the current “Prices of Gold & Silver” 
coins, including all of the major circulating gold coin denominations of the world, along with 
American gold and silver coins. American gold coin values are listed under “old” and “new” and ~ ^ 
doubloons are listed by both “Spanish” and “Patriot.” The last page also features advertisements, 
among them those of bank note firms such as Spencer, Huffy and Danforth, Draper & Co., and 
Toppan, Carpenter & Co. “New Counterfeits” were routinely reported each week. Only the Mercantile Library of 
Philadelphia features a nearly complete run of this major publication. By their very nature, bank note reporters 
and counterfeit detectors had a limited “shelf life” (perhaps analogous to todays TV Guide ) and very, very few cop¬ 
ies have survived. Runs of earlier issues are a real find. The serious collector of obsolete bank notes may find that 
their research value is exceeded only by the appeal of holding a newspaper in their hands devoted to the paper they 
collect, both having been made at the same time.

The first numismatic publication by Q. David Bowers. Responding to a query concerning his first fixed price list, 
Bowers wrote in the June-July 2000 Rare Coin Review : “If I recall correctly, it was printed by the company that 
produced the Times Leader newspaper in Wilkes-Barre, and the illustrations were done by the newspaper’s print¬ 
ing department. I do not remember the number of copies printed, but I would estimate that it might have been a 
couple thousand or so. These were sent to collectors who had bought from me at the local coin club or through 
the mail via my advertisements and letter quotations, plus ‘famous’ names I picked out of the printed membership 
directory issued by the American Numismatic Association. Regarding the number of copies in existence today, I 
have no idea—perhaps 50 to 100?” This assessment of survival is probably on the high side; 25 copies or so may 
be more accurate, and perhaps even that is too high. Bulletin No. 1 was issued when Bowers was sixteen years old, 
and he noted in an earlier RCR (No. 77): “That certain of my early catalogues are now worth several hundred dol¬ 
lars each or more is amazing to me. I should have saved the leftover copies, which sometimes amounted to several 
hundred, instead of tossing them in the trash. However, that is what has made them rare... In the summer of 1955 
I had my first bourse table at an American Numismatic Association Convention... I had yet to issue my first cata¬ 
logue. That came shortly thereafter... The 203 Second National Bank Building address was that of my father, Quen¬ 
tin H. Bowers, a consulting engineer specializing in large-scale commercial and institutional buildings. Each day 
my dad would bring the mail home to me, and I would fill the orders from my bedroom office in my home at 64 
Yeager Avenue in Forty Fort... After the issuance of my first and second catalogues in 1955 and 19561 kept a sup¬ 
ply of a couple hundred extras on hand, to send them out to new customers, and then after a month or two threw 
any remaining copies away, saving two or three for my own files. Undoubtedly numerous ANA members who 
received copies unsolicited threw them away even faster than I did! However, enough people sent in orders, and 
enough people had nice things to say—including B. Max Mehl—that I resolved that when time permitted, I would 
do more in the cataloguing route.” The Bulletin is interesting to read, features desirable coins, and contains the first 
of Bowers’s many well-written nuggets of numismatic information which, over the years, have both entertained 
and informed his readers. The subject is “Peter,” pet eagle at the Philadelphia mint, and the vignette concludes 
with his grisly demise: “Peter was killed when he tried to perch on the flywheel of one of the minting machines.”

Unique and most interesting, being a 22-page inventory of the Judge Thomas Gaskill collection, followed by four 
pages of additional typewritten and handwritten notes on the coins through 1798, followed by five final pages 
of handwritten notes. The typewritten inventory, though not signed, appears to have been composed by Walter 
Breen. Most of the annotations on the inventory are in Breens hand, though occasional additional notes are in 
another hand, as is the pricing. The manuscript materials are Breens. The inventory was clearly prepared for 
circulation, while the following pages were intended for in-house eyes only (Breen worked for New Netherlands 
at the time). The S-54, listed in the inventory as K VF, corrosion removed from field,” is described more bluntly in 
the following notes as being “a Billy Sunday job.” Of the finest known S-25, Breen notes, “Mrs. Paschal needs to 
improve hers,” and she did in fact purchase not only the coin, but the entire collection, skimming what she needed 
and consigning the rest to New Netherlands’ 50th sale. Many of Breens notes are his attempt to establish prov¬ 
enances for the coins, and are quite interesting. The 241 early dates are priced at $20,018.25. The middle dates are 
not priced. A note on one group of coins notes that TLG paid $2624 for the group “not counting the switched 246.”

Breens book-length history and philosophical defense of pederasty, inscribed to Jack Collins: “To Jack Collins / in 
continued friendship / in fulfillment of a long-ago promise / in the hope that it will lead to deeper mutual under¬ 
standing (and self-understanding) / this is affectionately inscribed by the author. J.Z. Eglinton, aka Walter Breen.” 
The book is also signed “J.Z. Eglinton” in Breens characteristic magenta ink on the title page. While Breen had long 
acknowledged being the author of this work, this is the only signed copy of which this cataloguer has ever heard. 
Breens work is notorious for its subject matter, though the few who have perused it have noted that, rather than be¬ 
ing pornographic or obscene, it is a rather dry, academic volume written from a sociological perspective. Breen was 
accepted into the sociology program at the University of California at Berkeley as a graduate student in September 
1960. He was a part-time student for several years, and Greek Love grew out of a project he had hoped to use toward 
obtaining a doctoral degree. Unable to secure academic backing for such a work, he ended up graduating with a 
masters degree in June 1966 with a thesis on “Changing Social Roles of the Musician.” His arguments in Greek Love 
are as controversial today as they were at the time of publication, though not always for the same reasons. In Before 
Stonewall: Activists for Gay and Lesbian Rights in Historical Context (New York: Harrington Park Press/Haworth 
Press, 2002, edited by Vern L. Bullough), Donald Mader published a substantial article on Breens book and his other 
writings as Eglinton. Mader writes that “Breens fifteen years of research in primary sources has produced a far more 
thoroughly grounded and reliable work [than others of this period]. There are remarkably few errors, and although 
there are certainly many points where Breens work has been superseded by further studies, the breadth and quality 
of his research is astounding.” Mader s article also discussed the activities of Robert Bashlow, a numismatic friend 
of Breens and the publisher of both this title and the International Journal of Greek Love (which lasted for two issues 
with Breen as editor). One of the more surprising parts of Greek Love is the postscript, which is composed of a debate 
between Breen and the eminent mainstream sex researcher Dr. Albert Ellis. Despite its topic, Greek Love was not a 
secretly distributed, “hidden” title. In fact, it went through two printings in the United States totaling 10,000 copies 
(this copy has a note by Breen indicating that the first printing consisted of 7,000 copies and the second printing 
3,000). It was also translated into German and published in Germany in 1967 and a British edition was published in 
1971. What notoriety the book has derives more from the subsequent activities of its author than from the book itself, 
which is fairly serious and academic in tone. A unique copy. Ex Jack Collins library.

Letters from Breen to Loring spanning about twenty years. While mostly numis¬ 
matic in nature, a number of the letters also include interesting personal infor¬ 
mation about Breen, and they are often quite entertaining to read. The numis¬ 
matic content focuses on U.S. large cents, of course, with much of it written with 
a revision of Penny Whimsy in mind. There is much of value in the numismatic 
portions of the letters, with details on provenance and discoveries and condition 
census notes throughout. The June 8, 1977 letter with the copied response from 
Breen to John Rex is most interesting. Loring bought the coin, which eventually 
ended up in the Dan Holmes collection sold in 2009. The personal segments of 
the letters are often at least as interesting. An undated (probably 1973) letter in¬ 
cludes two and a half pages from Breen defending astrology. We are also treated 
to Breens reviews of Star Wars (“toke up a storm beforehand”), Star Trek III (“a 
waste of special effects”), Ghostbusters (“it is to laugh: for once NYC and not To¬ 
kyo trashed (even in part) by monsters”), Meatballs (calling Bill Murrays “it just 
doesn’t matter” speech “a Buddhist perspective with fun”) and Last Starfighter 
(“the computer graphics are worth the price of admission”). The later letters, 
while far less entertaining, are often quite poignant and are always interesting. 
Calling it “a meshuggeneh velt,” Breen continued to plan for the future while rec¬ 
ognizing that doing so might be pointless for him. “Various dealers have offered 
help,” he writes. “I mean to take them up on it.”

A very interesting group of material from the last days of one of the most brilliant yet disturbed minds to contrib¬ 
ute to the study of U.S. numismatics. Most of the letters are primarily numismatic in nature, and concerned with 
the volume Collins was working on about the 1794 silver dollar. Breen was obviously aware that he was fighting 
against time and wanted to finish the project before his death. Given the circumstances under which the letters 
were written, the letters shed considerable light on the state of Breens mind and memory at the end of his life. 
Provenance information is frequently provided in surprising detail, and additional historical background is given 
with a facility that doesn’t seem particularly remarkable until one remembers that Breen would not have had ac¬ 
cess to a decent general library, much less a decent numismatic library. That said, Breen asks many questions, and 
encourages Collins to check into facts he is not entirely certain about. A couple of the letters were apparently cover 
letters for additional manuscript sections that are no longer present in this group. The July 16, 1992 letter consists 
almost entirely of corrections for Chapter 1 of the book. That of July 24 includes many corrections to Chapter 5 
(“Here as in Chs. I-IV, I accepted many but not all of MH’s corrections,” he writes, referring to Michael Hodder. 
“I hope he will not think my choices arbitrary”). The two undated letters also contain corrections, and hence are 
likely from the same time period. Some of the letters are of a more personal nature, and three of them include 
poems. The Mar. 31, 1992 letter to Collins includes Breen’s extensive description of the afterlife as it appeared to 
him in a dream, with Breen noting that “I am evidently being prepared for the end.” He died in late April 1993. Ex 
Jack Collins library.

Very scarce. Burleigh’s seventh and final sale, and the only one issued with photographic illustrations. Most notable 
for Conder tokens, the plate depicts a 1633 Gustavus Adolphus medal, 1791 English Sedition token, 1796 Buon¬ 
aparte lead medal, the Baltimore Harrison Log Cabin Medal, and four eighteenth-century English tokens. Little 
appears to be known about Burleigh. He is not listed in Mercers Numismatic Directory for 1881, nor is his name 
found among the officers of the Numismatic and Archaeological Society of Baltimore. Apparently, the competition 
from the auction sales conducted in Baltimore at the same time by Dr. George Massamore proved to be too strong. 
This does not reflect particularly well on Burleigh, however, since John Adams notes in his work on nineteenth- 
century American coin auctioneers that “Of all the catalogers chronicled in these pages, Massamore is the most 
easily forgotten.” Indeed, Burleigh’s cataloguing seems uninspired at best and the text is riddled with typographical 
errors. All of Burleigh’s sales appear to be scarce if not rare. Ex Dan Freidus library.

1950 issue of The Numismatist, John Ford described the plates as “the finest I have ever 
seen in any catalog or numismatic book.”

The second plate illustrates ancient Greek and 
several Roman silver coins. Plates three and four depict crowns and other, mainly British, 
silver coins.

Plate 
seven, which doubles as the frontispiece, depicts impressive bronze medals, along with 
a few ancient and other coins. Plate eight illustrates silver American colonial coins at 
the top and copper colonials below. Plate nine mainly depicts impressive large histori¬ 
cal medals of American interest. Plate ten, the second bi-color plate, illustrates United 
States, pioneer and fractional California gold coins at the top, and rare United States 
silver coins below.

Two 
exceptions are Siedlecki (1911) and Jenks (1921) of which only fifty and sixty were made respectively.” For every 
plated Siedlecki coming to market, though, several plated Jenks sales appear. The Siedlecki catalogue is the only 
Chapman sale issued without plates in octavo format, and with plates in quarto format. Both content and dual 
format suggest that originally it was to be issued as a small size sale. It is possible that S.H. misunderstood Henry’s 
instructions and prepared large format plates instead of small. Some loose sets of plates (including this set) were 
found in the Chapman estate without accompanying quarto text, suggesting that an insufficient number of large 
format copies of the text were printed. Ex F. Gordon Frost library.

collection, some of which became of secondary concern through the primary 
USAOG controversy due to Ford’s involvement in the acquisition of them. In¬ 
cludes correspondence among and between Ford, Clain-Stefanelli, James D. 
Lea (Vice President of the Bank of California), Ruth W. Picknell (Treasury 
Department Deputy Director and Legal Advisor), John Klossner (Adminis¬ 
trative Officer, Office of Domestic Gold and Silver Operations), Jean Fritsch 
(of the same Treasury office), Thomas W. Wolfe (also of the same office) and 
Hal F. Marks (Curator of the Money of the American West Museum). Also 
included is correspondence regarding the importation restrictions on gold between Clain- 
Stefanelli and Spink; a 1974 letter from Jack W. Kelley to the Smithsonian regarding silver 
bars from the Nuestra Seriora de las Maravilla (with two photos); correspondence and pho¬ 
tos exchanged between Clain-Stefanelli and Ford on Philip V tablets and bars; and a file 
folder of material on import restrictions on gold bars and similar matters.

Materials relating to the Josiah K. Lilly collection. Includes original correspondence 
from Harvey Stack to Lilly dated Mar. 8, 1962 and Dec. 5, 1962, each appending a sig¬ 
nificant list of coins being sold to Lilly. These March and December shipments came to 
$49,915.50 and $83,957.00, respectively. The March shipment included an 1850 Baldwin

The controversies surrounding the area of pioneer west¬ 
ern bars and ingots remain the most important areas 
of significant scholarly disagreement in U.S. numismat¬ 
ics, and have repercussions in areas outside the United 
States. This is by far the most extensive archive of mate¬ 
rial on this subject ever offered for sale.

The story of the USAOG controversy begins in the late 1950s, when 
a hoard of 1853 United States Assay Office of Gold (USAOG) pieces 
was brought to light by Paul Franklin in Arizona. Many of these coins 
were subsequently marketed by New Netherlands Coin Company via 
John J. Ford, Jr. One of the coins, a “proof” $20.00, later was pur¬ 
chased from Tom Ryan by Paul Garland, who became convinced that 
it was not genuine. Garland brought the matter before the Profes¬ 
sional Numismatists Guild (PNG) arbitration committee at the 1966 
ANA Convention where Eric P. Newmans Inquiry was presented, 
asserting that the USAOG hoard coins were modern counterfeits. 

Newman also composed a March 1967 report analyzing an USAOG 
“proofing” ingot sent by Leo Young, at the suggestion of the arbitra¬ 
tors, for examination. In August 1967 the PNG arbitration committee again met 
at the ANA Convention and it was here that John Ford presented his well-known 
response. Even those who disagree with its conclusions must admit that it is a 
numismatic tour de force, comprehensively written with great skill and insight. 
Walter Breen also prepared a report on his own findings as an amicus curiae. 
Though written from entirely different viewpoints, Ford and Breens conclusions 
largely complement each other and strongly argued for the authenticity of the 
coins in question. Arbitration panel members Ronnie Carr, Lester Merkin and 
Herbert Bergen reached a decision early the following year, concluding, as care¬ 
fully expressed in Professional Numismatists Guild President Leo Youngs “final 
report,” that “the panel had no concrete evidence that the coin was genuine and 
on the other hand, they had no concrete evidence that the coin was false... The 
panel, of course, was unanimous that the Garland/Ryan coin is not a Proof coin.” 
The wishy-washy nature of this decision was ridiculed by those defending the 
authenticity of the pieces (including Don Taxay) as well as those convinced that

the pieces are counterfeit. Regrettably, the controversy pitted many of the big¬ 
gest names in U.S. numismatics against one another. That the arbitration panel’s 
decision was truly satisfactory to none of the parties involved did much to make 
the bitterness stirred up by it linger. The controversy also spilled into the argu¬ 
ments for and against the acquisition by the United States of the Lilly collection, 
which was held by some to include a number of items deemed to be fraudulent. 
Both controversies have since metastasized into the field of western American 
assay bars, and Ford’s 1967 PNG testimony provides indispensable background 
to those interested in the original personalities and issues involved. 

The original Ford Answer is very rare, and would constitute an important lot 
in this sale by itself. Long ago, in a conversation with George F. Kolbe, Ford stated 
that twelve examples were originally compiled, and he named eleven recipients, 
as follows: Ford, Henry Clifford, Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, Harvey Stack, Art 
Kagin, Ted Craige, Charles Wormser, the Library of Congress, Ronnie Carr, Les¬ 
ter Merkin, and Herbert Bergen. A letter from Ford’s attorney John F. Finn to 
Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli dated Dec. 15, 1967 included herein is the cover letter 


for Clain-Stefanelli’s copy of Ford’s report as well as the “photostatic copies of the 
Newman and Breen reports.” The copies of the Newman and Breen reports, while 
contemporary photocopies made during the arbitration process, are also of con¬ 
siderable importance, as is the letter from Taxay. Breen’s original handwritten an¬ 
notations on the copies of his reports present here are interesting. He notes that 
“PF [Paul Franklin] evidently deceived all concerned as to his sources but this 
does not affect the arguments from technical considerations.” Most significantly, 
where Breen’s text on page 12 reads, “I had to spend time with Ford, examining 
everything, discussing the coins and hearing what he had to say. To the best of 
my knowledge and belief he was leveling with me,” Breen later wrote in pencil, “I 
now no longer believe this.” 

The fairly large group of letters, most of them carbon-copies, comprises a 
considerable archive on the subject. Taken together with the Ford, Newman, 
Breen and Taxay reports, they constitute what must be the most complete archive 
of material on the subject ever offered for public sale. 

The lot includes a very interesting report written by Smithsonian Institution 
Museum Specialist Maurice E. Salmon, of the Conservation-Analytical Labora¬ 
tory, dated Feb. 13, 1968 and addressed to Ford. The 4-page letter, present in Dr. 
Clain-Stefanelli’s carbon copy, includes two pages of X-ray diffraction illustra¬ 
tions and discusses Newman’s use of the technology in his report. While Salmon 
is unable to reach any firm conclusions regarding the validity of Newman’s find¬ 
ings, the report is most interesting to read and provides considerable technical 
detail. 

Looking toward the future, in December of 1973 T.V. Buttrey had written 
to PNG Executive Secretary John J. Smies, asking for records of the USAOG 
Garland-Ryan arbitration proceedings. Smies’s response is present here in pho¬ 
tocopy, which he “blind copied” to Ford and several others with the note, “Does 
anyone know what this individual is attempting? Is he trying to open the whole 
can of worms again??????” Ford forwarded his copy to Norman Stack, writing 
that “Buttrey may have some small claim to a knowledge of Mexican Republican 
(not Colonial) numismatics, but I am at a loss to comprehend his new found 
interest in Pioneer gold. I believed that his activities were suspect last September, 
and questioned his motivation, and am not at all surprised to have my suspicions 
confirmed.” 

In a letter dated June 9, 1967 from V. Clain-Stefanelli to Ronnie Carr, Clain- 
Stefanelli fittingly notes: “Edward Gans once quoted Dr. Jacob Hirsch, who in 
turn repeated a lesson he had learned from his teacher Furtwaengler: ‘If you are 
absolutely convinced, say so. If you are in doubt, and you pronounce a coin to be 
genuine which later turns out to be a fake, it will be considered as an error, and it 
will be forgiven eventually. But if you pronounce a coin to be a fake which later 
turns out to be genuine, that will always be judged as a crime.’” 

The Clain-Stefanelli archive of material on the USAOG controversy and related 
subjects is of the highest importance, and should prove a fruitful trove of re¬ 
search materials for the purchaser.

The first American publication sponsored by a numismatic society Rarely offered. Few copies appear to have been 
retained, given the work’s preliminary nature, expressed as follows by the Committee at the base of the title: “Col¬ 
lectors having pieces not mentioned herein, will confer a favor by sending a full description thereof to either one 
of the Committee appointed by the Numismatic society of Philadelphia, to prepare for publication a work on the 
subject of the medals, medallets, and private coinage of the United States.” The proposed work never appeared. 
Richard Wistar Davids, the original owner of this copy, was perhaps the most prominent numismatist to fall in 
battle during the Civil War. Best known for having edited the Catalogue of the Coins and Medals, Ancient and 
Modern, New York State Library, which was published in 1853, Davids enlisted as a 1st Lieutenant with the 118th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers (Infantry) on August 23, 1862, and was promoted to Captain on January 12, 1863. He 
was killed in battle on July 2, 1863, the second day of the Battle of Gettysburg, the turning point of the war. He 
was 37. Davids wasn’t alone in his sacrifice. Two months before, Philadelphia numismatist Mark Wilkes Collet, 
the main author of this work, had been killed at the Battle of Chancellorsville. Collet was a medical doctor and 
token collector who had been one of the founders of the Philadelphia Numismatic Society. He had enlisted as a 
Major in the 3rd New Jersey Volunteers (Infantry) on May 22, 1861. He was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and 
then to Colonel, as which he served the 1st New Jersey Infantry. His death on May 3, 1863, took from the hobby 
a numismatist of considerable promise.

The 1991 
fixed price catalogue issued by Jack Collins, offering the collection of Washingtonia originally 
formed by F.C.C. Boyd, is one of the finest such productions on a numismatic subject, combin¬ 
ing original research and information not to be found elsewhere with excellent photography 
Collins’s interest in Washingtonia did not diminish after the catalogue, however, and included 
here is much of the groundwork toward a major research project on the subject. The photogra¬ 
phy, in particular, is very far advanced. Although a talented numismatic photographer himself, 
Collins chose to have Robert J. Myers handle the photography for this project. Myers did an 
outstanding job photographing the pieces, and his work adds considerably to the value of this 
lot. In his July 20,1996 letter to Collins, Myers writes, “I apparently saved the toughest for last! 
The enclosed prints are, in some cases, duplicated and/or in a variety of tones and contrasts. 
The material was such that I couldn’t decide under the safelight which of the prints was best. 
Rather than discard those that I thought may not represent the objects I’ve enclosed them all.” 
The lot also includes some important written or printed material, including a copy of Col¬ 
lins’s typescript catalogue of the Washingtonia offered in Pine Tree’s 1975 Altman-Haffner sale, 
notes on the sale of Jeff Rock’s collection to Collins, the invoices from Collins’s own collection, 
an inventory of the Fuld-Levine-Buckley collection of 1932 Washingtonia, photographs, etc.

A beautifully bound copy of what is arguably the best, and certainly the most enduring, 
work on American numismatics ever written. Sylvester Sage Crosby began gathering infor¬ 
mation for his magnum opus in the late 1860s. Nominally the head of a committee of six 
appointed by the New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society to publish a work 
on early American coinage, he soon found himself alone in that pursuit. Not only was the research and composi¬ 
tion of the work done almost entirely by Crosby, ultimately he also had to publish it. “It is truly the keystone to any 
library of American coinage.”

The masthead proclaims: “Established in Eighteen Hundred & Nineteen, Being the Oldest Paper of the Kind.” 
While Dillistin agrees with the sentiment that it is the oldest of its kind, he questions whether it was really pub¬ 
lished as early as 1819 (the earliest issue he was able to locate was from 1830). Regardless, this publication is 
extremely rare. It was not present in the Ford holdings and is in fact the only copy we have handled in at least 25 
years. Dillistin writes, “The pioneer in this field of periodicals appears quite definitely to have been Mahlon Day, 
a printer, bookseller, and publisher of children’s books whose address at different times is given as 372, 374, and 
376 Pearl Street in New York City. Day was born August 27,1790, at Morristown, New Jersey, and was established 
in the printing business in New York City as early as 1815” (pages 96-97). Day died in the sinking of the steam¬ 
ship Arctic on September 27, 1854. Among those also lost on the Arctic were numismatists Jacob G. Morris and 
Henry Austin Brady (who sold coins at auction as early as 1845). The shipwreck also claimed one of four 1733 
Rosa Americana twopence patterns, being shipped on the Arctic to collector Charles I. Bushnell. A very rare and 
important publication.

The scarce photographically illustrated edition of Elders first blockbuster catalogue. The Gschwend col¬ 
lection begins with astonishing colonials, many of which are plated: an NE shilling, sixpence and three¬ 
pence; Higley coppers; a Rosa Sine Spina; two Liber Natus pieces; Maryland silver; and so on. The large 
cents and half cents include important specimens in remarkable condition. Pattern coins of the 1860s 
are very well represented. An excellent sale, and a useful reference for provenance studies. William Hart¬ 
man Woodin had purchased the collection intact from Gschwend and, after removing a small number of 
coins needed for his collection, consigned it to Elder. Elder called it “the finest and most important that 
has been held in this city since the Parmelee sale in 1890.” Originally from Pennsylvania, Gschwend 
later moved to New York City, engaging in the dry goods business on Fifth Avenue. At the time of the 
sale, he was “one of the few remaining numismatists of the days when such men as Messrs Mickley, 
Newlin, Cogan, Woodard (sic), Bushnell, Hazeltine (sic), and Levick held their sway in the realm of 
coin collecting.” The two addenda leaves are rare, with this copy including the notice to append the 
leaves to the end of the catalogue.

One of the landmarks of early U.S. numismatic literature, Joshua Francis Fisher’s work 
is only the second article published in the United States discussing coins or medals from 
the point of view of a numismatist. While a number of publications predate this and 
James Meases 1821 “Description of Some of the Medals Struck in Relation to Impor¬ 
tant Events in North America” (generally regarded as the first truly numismatic article 
published in this country), those early publications were written for merchants, bankers, 
lawyers, politicians and other people who dealt with monetary issues on a daily basis. 
Works had not been written from the point of view of one who studies coins and med¬ 
als. Both Fisher’s and Mease’s articles are extremely rare: this is only the second copy 
of Fisher’s article to be individually offered for public bidding of which we are aware. 
The article itself is far from being a rehashing of Mease’s previous work: in fact, they 
list only one medal in common: the “Washington before Boston” medal of the Comi- 
tia Americana series. Fisher describes 14 Washington medals, 5 Franklin medals, one 
each depicting Jefferson and Benjamin Rush, 3 medals of the Revolution and 14 earlier 
colonial medals including the very rare Ford and Fady Baltimore medal. Fisher’s article 
is more concerned with colonial-era medals than Mease’s, which mostly describes the 
Comitia Americana series and related medals.

A remarkable publication. Fewer than a dozen sets are currently known to be extant, 
and it is doubtful whether most of those include all of the issued supplements. The first 
nine volumes were published bimonthly but the final volume was issued over a five-year 
period, which, combined with being printed in a modest, self-covered format, helps to 
explain the rarity of complete sets. Supplements were issued for the following numbers: 
Vol. IV, No. 6 (4 pages, and missing from both the 1983 reprint and this set); Vol. V, No. 
1 (2 pages); Vol. V, No. 4 (2 pages); Vol. VI, No. 2 (2 pages); Vol. VI, No. 6 (4 pages); Vol. 
VIII, No. 1 (4 pages); Vol. VIII, No. 2 (4 pages); Vol. IX, No. 6 (4 pages); while Vol. X, 
Nos. 3 and 6 were of above-average length, they seem to have been issued in one piece, 
which may also be true of some of the earlier Supplements. In United States Numismatic 
Literature, Volume I, John W. Adams wrote: “Frossard opened his own business in 1877 
and initiated his own periodical, Numisma. This latter, undoubtedly the most lively pub¬ 
lication of its kind, provides us with an intimate glimpse into the hobby as it and its 
personalities then existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to 
flog offending competitors, a list which includes Scott, Proskey (he of the India Rubber 
conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others.” Over a 
century after publication, Numisma is still a delightful and instructive read. Ex John W.

The entire issue of this notable publication. Includes a brief article signed by “W.B.” (page 868) discussing the re¬ 
cently minted Nova Constellatio coppers. Described as “a halfpenny lately struck by the United States of America,” 
the coins are carefully described, though no mention that they were British products of Birmingham is made. 
Indeed, it is assumed by the unnamed writer that they are regular federal issues. Most importantly, the obverse 
and reverse of a 1785 piece are depicted on Plate II of this issue (which, oddly, directly precedes Plate I). Very few 
instances are known of 18th-century American coins being depicted in contemporary printed illustrations, mak¬ 
ing this a very desirable accompaniment to one of the actual coins.

“No. 3” is written in ink on the upper right corner of the recto of the front free flyleaf, with Gilberts 
autograph, centered, slightly below. Thomas Lindsay Elder was the father of more bibliographical puzzles 
than perhaps any other American numismatic publisher. Few if any of his conundrums are more Byzan¬ 
tine than the issuing sequence of the Gilbert work. While the text remains constant, the appearance of the 
plates varies widely. P. Scott Rubin did much to clarify the publication history in an article on the subject 
in the Spring 1992 issue of The Asylum. Rubin demonstrated that Elder used the original glass nega¬ 
tives prepared by Samuel H. Chapman (which are still extant) to have prints of the plates made in small 
batches over the years as needed. There appear to be two main types of original bindings: the reddish- 
brown or russet cloth found here and a similar green fabric (vide lot 248). The plates in this example have 
a satin finish and are printed in sepia tones. This is one of only three signed and numbered copies we have handled. 
No. 1 went to F.R. Alvord, whom Gilbert acknowledges in his preface as having made available his considerable 
collection for study. No. 4 went to Wayte Raymond. To whom did Nos. 2 and 3 go? Gilbert and Elder would be 
obvious guesses, but this is pure speculation. Regardless, this is a most desirable copy of this landmark book—the 
first comprehensive reference on the topic. It remained the standard work for over half a century. Comparing it 
with the large number of books written on large cents by the first quarter of the twentieth century convinces one 
that Walter Breens “Ugly Ducklings” and Roger Cohens “Little Half Sisters” are apt sobriquets.

A particularly interesting clue in P. Scott Rubins process of delineating the issue of the Gilbert half cent book. At 
the 1991 ANA Convention in Chicago, Rubin revealed the results of his research, which showed that the first issue 
of Gilbert’s book was published in a run of 50 copies with matte (non-glossy) photographic plates printed in a sepia 
tone. The prototype plates were prepared by Samuel H. Chapman, who hand-lettered them and then photographed 
the resulting notated plates to make the prints used in the book (which were, therefore, second-generation). These 
first issue prints are distinguishable both by the non-glossy finish of the photographic paper used and by careful 
examination of the 0 in the numbering of the obverse of 1804 Gilbert 10 on Plate II. The 0 in the first issue plates 
is slightly crumbly at the top, but is complete. The white ink used on the prototype plates must have crumbled 
over time, however, as this number is lacking much definition at the top and right side in the second issue plates 
which were issued in 60 copies on glossy paper, still retaining a somewhat sepia tone. Later prints reveal additional 
crumbling of the 0 in the 1804 Gilbert 10 obverse. This box came from Chapmans estate and was in the possession 
of Frank Katen for many years. The paper within it expired in February 1925, giving us a clue as to when the glossy 
second-issue prints were produced (Gilbert died in early 1922, so only the first issue first editions were published 
during his lifetime). Rubin published his important article on the Gilbert book in the Spring 1992 issue of The 
Asylum.

Elder in 1941. Ford tells the story best in his inscription on this copy’s flyleaf: “I had this book and two oth¬ 
ers, identical in content and fabric, bound in late October, 1941.1 had purchased three or so texts and sets of 
plates, earlier in October, in the company of Homer K. Downing, from Tom Elder personally, in Pleasantville, 

N.y. As I remember, the signatures and plates were priced at $3. per set. One bound volume had my name 
on the front cover. The third had H.K.D.’s. Incidentally, the binder fouled things up with Edgar’s name; it 
should have been c.j. edgar, not c.s. All this with best personal wishes to my friend Scott Rubin, August 
15, 1991. ( signed ) John J. Ford, Jr.” In the Fall-Winter 1980 issue of The Asylum , John Ford reminisced: “In 
October of 1941,1 visited Thomas Elder in Pleasantville, New York. At that time, Elder must have been in 
his late sixties. Homer K. Downing and I had heard about the legendary Tom Elder, and we went up to see 
him together. Though he was semi-retired, he still ran ads in Hobbies Magazine. We went up to find out if 
he had any coins left. Elder, who originally published the Gilbert half cent book in 1916, still had a quantity 
of unbound copies available. He asked us, ‘Would you like one of these at three dollars?’ meaning the un¬ 
bound text and the set of eight (sic) photographic plates. We both gave him the three dollars and we each 
got a set. I went to a bookbinder in the Bronx named Levine, who was also frequented by Homer Downing 
and the American Numismatic Society. I think he charged me another three dollars to bind the book. To 
give you an idea of what kind of an amateur I was, I had the title of the book put on the front cover: United 
States Half Cents / E. Gilbert, and underneath 1916. Then, at the bottom of the cover, I put ‘John J. Ford, 1941,’ 
which was the way a real seventeen-year-old would do it. If I was going to see Tom Elder today, I would certainly 
handle the situation differently. The first thing I would do after finding out that he wanted three dollars for one 
copy, would be to ask him what he wanted for the whole pile. The second thing I would do would be to get him to 
autograph as many copies as I could. Then, instead of having the book bound in plain library buckram with my 
name on the cover (which is rather crass), I would have them nicely bound with the title and author stamped on 
the spine.

Of legendary rarity, the Hall work was intended as a sort of checklist to be distributed 
among a select circle of fellow collectors.

Very scarce with plates. While a “deluxe edition” was also issued with plates, printed on rectos only, this regular 
plated edition is less frequently offered. Adams A: “Washington Funeral Medal in gold. NE shilling. 1823 and 1827 
254.” Adams page 48: “The only real rarity of the (Haseltine) series is a plated Chubbuck, of which fifty copies were 
made.” Haseltine and Attinelli, for whatever reasons, are uncharacteristically silent about this important collection 
and the collector who formed it. The first plate depicts rare American silver coins; the second comprises illustra¬ 
tions of coins of the Far East; the third features large cents 1793-1832; the fourth depicts European and Latin 
American medals and two ancient coins; and the fifth illustrates three large European medals and a silver Libertas 
Americana medal. It is the only sale in the entire Haseltine series issued with plates, though two were prepared 
for the 1883 Harold P. Newlin sale that subsequently were employed in the Newlin monograph on half dimes, 
published later in the same year. It is regrettable that Haseltine did not issue plates for his famous 1881 “Type 
Table” sale though one can understand the economic logic of not doing so. All the more tragic is the lack of plates 
in Haseltine s other truly great auction sale: the 1883 Sylvester S. Crosby collection of American colonial coins.

In the preface, 
Hesslein notes that Millers collection contained “any number of very choice coins.. .including 
a $4.00 Stella... An exceptionally fine lot of cents.. .also half cents... Also a large line of Con¬ 
necticut, New Jersey and Vermont Cents....” The large cents are of particular importance, and 
were the source of some antagonism between Hesslein and Hines when the former ignored 
an unlimited “Buy” bid from the latter. Both Hines and Dr. Beckwith participated in the sale.

He provides a history of New York currency, establishing the proper context with a discus¬ 
sion of the greater economy and early struggles to establish a circulating medium of exchange. He 
then presents a catalogue of the various issues, discussing each one separately and going into the 
background of each note, giving information on number printed, signers, designs and so forth.

An important group of bank note reporters, of somewhat complicated bibliographical history. A notice in the April 
1, 1857 issue of The Journal of Finance and Bank Reporter states: “We inform our numerous subscribers that the 
undersigned have combined their two journals into one— Monroe’s Journal of Finance and Hodges’ Bank 
Note and Financial Reporter— the two being hereafter published under the title of Journal of Finance and 
Bank Reporter. By this combination we have sought to benefit our subscribers, and through them to benefit our¬ 
selves. How well we shall succeed in this endeavor we shall leave the future to demonstrate.” The Oct. 1,1857 issue 
includes a notices advising that “John Tyler Hodges’ connection with the Journal of Finance is dissolved by 
reason of the expiration of the term for which it was contracted. The Journal will be published a heretofore by the 
original proprietor.” The first issue of Hodges Journal of Finance and Bank Reporter, dated two days later on Oct. 3, 
1857, reiterates the explanation, noting that “parties having bills or open accounts against the late Firm will present 
copies thereof to the subscriber for adjustment.” Dillistin (page 105) writes, “John Tyler Hodges and Daniel Milton 
Hodges, brothers, and Edward Milton Hodges, a son of Daniel, were prominent publishers of a bank note reporter 
from about 1856 to 1866. ... Entirely reliable information is not available for the first few years of their venture 
in the publishing field. The volume numbers on their reporter in later years indicate that the first issue appeared 
about 1856. About 1857, a weekly entitled Journal of Finance & Bank Reporter was published by Monroe & Hodges. 
... The issue of January 1,1861, appeared as Hodges’ Journal of Finance and Bank Note Reporter..’.’ The present group 
allows us to significantly improve upon Dillistin’s history of the firm, due in no small part to the number of 1857 
issues present here, including the transitional issues between the various titles. While Hodges’ Journal boasted of a 
circulation of 100,000 by 1858, they are very rare today, mainly due to their ephemeral nature—a trait they share 
with most bank note reporters.

Only the second copy we have handled, this is the ab¬ 
breviated copy with eight counterfeit bank note facsimiles, though with an extra section 
illustrating current coins of the world. A most interesting if little-known attempt to help 
bankers and the business community identify spurious bank notes. Many engravings 
feature illustrations of both genuine and counterfeit design elements, usually assigned 
their own diminutive figure number. The bank note illustration itself is the counterfeit, 
and small representations of the genuine design element are to be found in various 
locations in the fields. The tiny numbers employed must have been hard on the eyes 
at the time, perhaps accounting for the ephemeral nature of this publication and its 
extreme rarity today.

The Dumbrille collection was quite extensive, though its dispersal via private treaty has relegated it to obscurity 
(Dumbrille isn’t even mentioned in the Bowers biography of Kosoff). Highlights of the collection included: the

An attractive set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever published, nicely 
bound by Alan Grace. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained 
the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained for Loubat to 
publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous 
work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” 
A resident of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from the New-York Sun 
notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yacht¬ 
ing and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor 
of American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was an inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland 
Amory’s 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat s famous 1881 brouhaha with 
the Union Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of 
$1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded 
to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired 
why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should 
I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to — her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was 
never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point in 
the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, 
Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927. Clain-Stefanelli 15073*.

Mease’s 1838 article is “the first numismatic article on 
American coins published in America,” according to 
Eric Newman (The Asylum, Summer 1992). Of the high¬ 
est importance and rarity: we are aware of only one other 
copy having been offered to the numismatic market via 
auction. Brief as it may be, this work is the foundation 
upon which U.S. numismatic scholarship has been con¬ 
structed. Indeed, it is of greater value than merely as a 
curiosity or historical artifact: Newmans aforemen¬ 
tioned article discusses how Mease’s comments on the 
Bar Cent and the circulating value of Connecticut cop¬ 
pers have important implications for current scholarship 
on these pieces. 

James Mease, M.D. (1771-1846) was a polymath 
who published on an number of different subjects, in¬ 
cluding medicine, geology and history. His Picture of 
Philadelphia (1811) is a foundational work of local his¬ 
tory and contains the first useful description of the U.S. 

Mint operations. In addition, he is considered to be the 
first writer to publish on the subject of U.S. numismatics. 

In a groundbreaking series of three articles (of which this 
is the last), Mease examined U.S. medals and coins from 
the perspective of the numismatist. In his groundbreak¬ 
ing lecture on the topic of U.S. numismatic literature, 

William S.F. Mayers noted that “the first actual attempts 
at systematic classification and record of the coins struck 
in or for the American colonies and United States, ap¬ 
pear in the shape of papers to be found in the collections 
of State Historical Societies” (“The Literature of Ameri¬ 
can Numismatics,” Nortons Literary Letter, No. 3, 1859, 
p. 6). Mease’s articles are specifically mentioned by May¬ 
ers in his article, showing that these works, long forgot¬ 
ten until recent years, were still in the memory of some 
in the late 1850s. A very rare publication; an equally rare 
opportunity. Unlisted in Attinelli. Ex Joel J. Orosz library.

A unique and important archive of material concerning the resolution of 
the business affairs of B. Max Mehl after his final illness and death in Sep¬ 
tember 1957. Much of the information present consists of correspondence 
between various Mehl representatives and Abe Kosoff, the charismatic Cali¬ 
fornia dealer chosen to sell the coins remaining in Mehl’s stock at the time 
of his death. The most important materials present consist of detailed inven¬ 
tories listing the coins in Mehls possession at the time of his death and the 
various materials concerning their disposition. These include Kosoff s copy of 
the 44-page typewritten inventory of coins owned by Mehl as of September 28, 
1957. The correspondence begins during Mehls final illness and at first is largely 
between Abe Kosoff and Mary Ferguson, Mehls longtime secretary. Of consid¬ 
erable interest are typewritten sheets (46 + 26 pages), heavily annotated in ink, 
consisting of auction lots originally intended for a Mehl sale but sent to Kosoff by 
Ferguson with Mehls approval for inclusion in what turned out to be Kosoff s Oct. 
10, 1957 sale. After a period of uncertainty following Mehls death, the Estate was 
established and bids were solicited for “all domestic and foreign coins of the Estate of 
B. Max Mehl, comprising inventory and collections located at The Mehl Building in 
Fort Worth, Texas, as of January 7,1958.” By April 2,1958, the newly organized B. Max 
Mehl Co. was established, with Abe Kosoff as the Treasurer of the company. It would 
appear that Kosoff did much to encourage Ferguson, who had taken a key role in the 
disposition of Mehls affairs early on, to step aside. Indeed, one could say worse. A Dec. 13, 
1957 letter from Kosoff to Milton Mehl cautions against allowing her to bid on the coins 
as she would have an advantage and this could make other dealers not bother wasting time 
bidding—hence lowering the final price. The earlier correspondence from Ferguson is very 
interesting. On May 9, 1957, she writes, “I want to tell you that I have just returned from my 
daily visit with Mr. Mehl and I found him more like his old self than at any time during his illness. He is get¬ 
ting argumentative with the nurses and I think that is a good sign. He looks good and I can see that he is growing 
stronger all the time and he is most anxious to get back in the swing again.” Later letters report that several dealers 
had made attempts to buy inventory from her cheaply while Mehl was incapacitated only to be disappointed that 
she seemed to have a good idea of the inventory’s current value. It was Mehls idea to approach Kosoff to see if he 
would take over the auction they had been writing: “We had begun preparing [a] catalog for a Sale and had gotten 
pretty well along with it,” she writes on May 2, 1957. “in fact I am still working on it. At Mr. Mehls suggestion I 
am writing to ask you if you would be interested in handling a very nice representative consignment for sale at 
auction?” Mehls condition worsened, and Ferguson wrote Kosoff on July 3 that “I have been very sad today as 
shortly after I arrived at the Office the nurse from home called and told me that Mr. Mehl is in very critical condi¬ 
tion and that he may go any minute. His daughter from Chicago has been called here and she will arrive tonight. 
Of course, Mr. Kosoff, you know Doctors can sometime be wrong, and I am praying they are this time, and I am 
hoping it is not as near as it sounds, so please add a little prayer for us. We all love him so much it is hard to realize 
that he won’t be with us forever.” In a later update, dated July 10, she noted that “Am sorry I am unable to give you 
anything to brighten your day on Mr. Mehl’s condition. I have not seen him since July 3rd when they called me 
and gave me the terrifying information. I had asked the morning nurse to call me each day when I could not see 
him and let me know how he was. I was told by Mrs. Mehl that they were too busy to call me and that if I wanted 
to know I could pick up the phone and call out there. I tried this and was told by one of the nurses that if I wanted 
to know the Doctor would tell me. I told her that wouldn’t work, as I had left my number for him to call me about 
ten days ago and he had never returned the call. I feel very bad about all this, because I know how terribly unhappy 
Mr. Mehl would be if he knew I was being subjected to such treatment.” A fascinating group of material about the 
final days of a numismatic icon.

A remarkable copy of this long-standard work, very heavily annotated by the important large cent collector Ad¬ 
miral Worthington Smith Bitler. The annotations begin on the volumes endpapers, which have been transformed 
into die variety charts for middle and later dates in the front and for early date large cents on the back. Each date is 
assigned a row and each variety a column, with varieties in Bitler’s collection (nearly all of them) circled. The text 
itself is heavily annotated in a magenta ink not unlike Walter Breens, recording unlisted varieties, die diagnostics, 
corrections, subvarieties, rarity ratings, notes on die states and other esoterica. Additional sheets are laid or taped 
into the volume, including printed photos of 1822 N-13 and 1835 N-18 from New Netherlands catalogues, provid¬ 
ing updated information on listed varieties (mostly die diagnostic charts) or descriptions of new ones. A carbon 
copy of a letter from Walter Breen to Bitler (undated, but early 1950), listing unpublished varieties, sliced into three 
slips, is laid in, with various other pieces of the letter tipped in where appropriate. Another Breen letter, dated Jan. 
28,1959 and addressed “Dear Worthy,” is also included (also a carbon). The Breen letters are, as always, both infor¬ 
mative and entertaining to read (“For 1851 Newcomb lists some 34 varieties; I found a die account for that year in 
the Nat’l Archives indicating that 43 obvs. and 47 revs, were made of the 14 denomination. It is therefore vulgarly 
obvious that Newcombs enumeration for that year—and presumably others—was grossly incomplete, even if we 
forget about mulings for the moment.” ... “After 1839 there are over 100 new or not-in-Newcomb varieties, both 
proofs and regular issues... They are for the most part described in New Netherlands catalogues...” ... “Every time I 
visit NN there is much quarreling and I forget about the S-122. But one day this coming week I won’t forget it and 
you’ll get it”). All in all, a fascinating copy of this important work. Ex R Scott Rubin library.

A rare publication, missing from both the Bass and Ford libraries, Nortons Literary Letter was one of the few U.S. 
periodicals to publish articles on numismatics prior to the establishment of the American Journal of Numismatics 
in 1866. Indeed, numismatics were a significant subject of the publication from the very beginning. The first article 
in the first issue cites Charles Bushnell and includes an illustration of a 1792 half disme. Much of the rest of the 
issue is devoted to a listing of rare books on American history for sale by the publisher, Charles Norton (an early 
American coin collector, who sold coins at auction as early as May 1858). The first article of the second issue (1858) 
includes illustrations of the 1792 Washington “half dollar” and the Non Dependens Status copper, which Norton 
ascribes to Paul Revere (and which has often been attributed to the 1860s). This issue also includes a fixed price 
offering of coins for sale. The third issue (1859) is the most important from a numismatic perspective, including as 
it does William S.F. Mayers’s “Literature of American Numismatics,” the first article published on U.S. numismatic 
literature. Mayers’s article is a transcript of an address he made to a meeting of the American Numismatic Society, 
and is important not only for its record of the hobby during its nascent period, but for its commentary on the coins 
themselves. He notes of the Massachusetts NE coinage, for instance, that “Twenty dollars is a low price for the NE 
shilling or sixpence, and the threepence has entirely disappeared.” The real value of Mayers’s commentary, how¬ 
ever, lies in his description of the state of numismatic literature at the time: “The awakening interest has naturally 
created a class of writers who especially devote themselves to the agreeable and instructive investigation of our 
coins, medals, and tokens, and the nucleus of an American numismatographical collection is already formed, to 
which, we have no doubt, valuable works will now be frequently added.” Mayer’s article is one of the pioneer works 
of U.S. numismatics and of significant historical importance. The article is supplemented by illustrations of an NE 
shilling and sixpence, a Carolina elephant token and a Lord Baltimore shilling. It is followed by a 10-page article 
titled “American Medals” and a single-page article on the prices of coins. The first issue composing the New Series 
focuses on bibliography, but also includes a fixed price list of coins for sale. Individual issues of Nortons Literary 
Letter are rarely offered, with complete sets almost unheard of. This set is lacking only the fourth issue of the 
original series (dated 1859) and the second of the “New Series” (1860) for completion. Neither the Harry Bass nor 
the John Ford library included any issues of this publication; the only complete set sold since the Champa library 
sales was sold in a David Fanning list in 2009.

A sumptuous work, produced at great expense with a remarkable panoply 
of superb bank note engravings. Waterman Lily Ormsby was proprietor of 
the New York Bank Note Company and one of the founders of the Conti¬ 
nental Bank Note Company. The work provides unparalleled insights into the 
topics covered. His detailed exposition of the methods of bank note engraving 
employed at the time is especially valuable. Ormsby’s basic premise is stated in 
the introduction: “The Art of Bank Note Engraving as practised in the United 
States, essentially differs from that of any other country. Our mode is more expe¬ 
ditious, and our notes more beautiful; but that important feature, security against 
forgery, which ought to be paramount to every other consideration, seems to have 
been almost entirely disregarded, or, at least, to have escaped that attention, which a 
subject of such importance deserves.” His solution to the problem was a marriage of 
technology and craftsmanship, aptly described in the Dictionary of American Biography. 

“During the first quarter of the nineteenth century the process of bank-note engraving 
was cheapened and facilitated by the introduction of machinery, and by the end of the 
century craftsmanship had been almost entirely superseded. Ormsby represented a curious 
combination of the two techniques. He was a versatile and accomplished inventor of ma¬ 
chinery to facilitate the processes of engraving, but he was bitterly opposed to the complete 
replacement of the artist-craftsman. He held that notes should be engraved upon a single plate, 
with careful craftsmanship exerted on the design and interdependence of the composition. The 
counterfeiter would thus be foiled ‘not because he does not know how the work is done, but be¬ 
cause he cannot do it’ (Cycloidal Configurations, p. 37).” In other words, notes would no longer 
be a simple combination of various vignettes, numbers and words, all separately engraved and 
easily copied, but would consist of one engraving per side, each integrating the necessary text 
into one piece of work by a skilled artist, the result being much more difficult to counterfeit. 

Ormsby considered himself to be discriminated against in business but, in essence, the forces of 
industrial change and reorganization were against him. He was an excellent engraver, however, 
and his designs for bank notes were in wide use all the way into the 1860s. This magnificent 
volume stands as a testament to his remarkable craftsmanship and numerous technical inno¬ 
vations. In an 1985 Asylum article by Robert Wester on Ormsby and this book, Wester relates 
that only five copies were known to him at the time. Of the several copies sold in the interim, 
only two, or possibly three, copies were not included in Wester’s count. This magnificent work 
remains one of the great rarities of American numismatic literature and the most desirable vol¬ 
ume ever published on American paper currency.

Dorothy Iselin Paschal (1905-81), confidant of William H. Sheldon and one of his collaborators on Penny Whimsy , 
was one of the most important personalities in the large cent world of her day Her active years in the hobby 
extended from the post-war years to the EAC era, and her letters to Loring are warm and interesting. On Oct. 6, 
1967, she writes, “I hope you will enjoy these cents as much as I have for a long time—like old friends one gets 
sentimental over them—three of them were part of my first collection—the #270 came from Mr Exman in trade 
later on.” “Dr. Lapp and a Mr Cotter [Joseph M., presumably] came here recently in connection with the coin clinic 
and we spent a pleasant couple of hours looking over some cents they had brought,” she writes on Feb. 18 (1968). 
“I have not even had time yet to look at Penny Wise—the last copy—but shall give myself that treat this evening.” 
Paschal letters are infrequently offered.

The author’s copy of this modern numismatic masterpiece. This example of Early American Cents was used 
by Sheldon to update the condition census and the assigned basal values in preparation for the publication 
of the second edition under the title of Penny Whimsy (collaborator Homer K. Downing died in 1951; 
collaborator “M.H. Sheldon” was actually Sheldon’s typewriter). An examination of the condition census 
notes and comparison to the census as published in Penny Whimsy gives us some indication of when the 
notes were written in this copy of Early American Cents. The first discrepancy is that the VG-7 example 
of the 1793 NC-3 Strawberry Leaf cent is not recorded in this copy despite its inclusion in Penny Whimsy. 
Variations in the reported censuses for 1794 S-19a and S-23 confirm that these notes were entered by Sheldon at 
some point in the process of updating the text for Penny Whimsy, probably fairly late in the process, but not at the 
end of it. Other variations continue to appear. Occasional notes about ANS specimens and other coins are also 
to be found. Nearly every page of the variety listings is annotated by Sheldon. Tracing the checkered course of 
numismatic research in America, John J. Ford, Jr., in his introduction to Don Taxay’s 1963 Counterfeit, Mis-Struck, 
and Unofficial Coins, writes: “It was not until the period of WW-II, that... Dr. W.H. Sheldon, expunging the entire 
past literature on the large coppers, 1793-1814, wrote his brilliant and original Early American Cents? Far from 
being a dry, statistical treatise, Penny Whimsy, as it came to be popularly known by the title of the second edition, 
is written in a most engaging and entertaining style. A unique and wonderful copy of this foundational work. Ex 
John W. Adams library.

The Rev. Edmund Slaffer’s seminal work on the coins of Vermont was the first specialized monograph on such a 
topic: while others had written short articles and general surveys of colonial coins, Slaffer attempted a focused, 
serious look at one particular series. It was first published here in the Collections of the Vermont Historical Society 
(1870), a scarce volume offered only infrequently. The article was also published as an offprint, bound separately 
and limited to 50 copies, which is extremely rare today. These two volumes are all that was published of this 
particular Vermont Historical Society publication. Slaffer’s work in this copy is attractive: the paper on which the 
volume was printed was above average, and the volume’s two plates of illustrations (both in Slaffer’s article) are fine.

A difficult to find sale, particularly scarce priced. Of enormous importance for colonial and state coinages, most 
especially the New Jersey coppers. Best known today for his seminal work on the New Jersey pieces, Maris also is 
credited with the first serious works on the die varieties of 1794 U.S. large cents. The sale appears to have gener¬ 
ated some controversy. Maris issued a circular on May 15, 1886, announcing that his collection was to be sold at 
the auction house of Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia. Maris writes in this circular that “The most important of 
the Colonials will comprise my entire collection of the coins of New Jersey. This will include specimens, or copies 
of all known New Jerseys, of undoubted genuineness, together with some counterfeits of that period. Also, those 
which were struck over the Connecticut, Vermont, Nova Constellatio, English, Irish and French coppers; one in 
brass; one in a mixed metal; one with a small piece of silver in the plow handle; and many other pieces showing 
fracture of the dies.” In an unusual move, Maris catalogued his collection himself. This apparently irritated some 
coin dealers, who resented this intrusion onto their turf. Adams 19 (rated A overall and for colonials and patterns 
in particular).

Norman Stack’s set of Brobston plates, one of reportedly only three sets currently known and 
of the highest importance. We have handled only one other set over the years, sold as lot 148 
in our June 15, 1984 Lester Merkin/Richard Picker Library sale, which later appeared in the 
Armand Champa library sales. The present copy was sold in Part I of the Stack Family library 
sale (Kolbe Sale 111, lot 77), where it brought $7500 hammer. The Joseph Brobston collection 
was sold by Stack’s in 1963, not by auction but by fixed price list. The photographic plates were 
produced for internal use and for distribution to one or two highly favored clients. “There 
never has been a collection to equal it offered for sale, either by private contract of Public 
Auction,” the Stacks wrote in their introduction to the offering. This set of plates was used to 
create the 1999 halftone reprint. The Gilbert work is designated norman stack working 
copy, according to a printed label taped to the front cover. According to an ink note on the 
front flyleaf, it was “Purchased from G.H. Smoots, San Francisco-1929.” Ink annotations 
include one pertaining to 1795 Gilbert 2, noting that it “does not exist”; following 1797 
Gilbert 1: “Note! comes with gripped edge RRR”; added descriptions of new 1804, 1806, 

1808,1809, & 1840 varieties; a note pertaining to 1805 Gilbert 4 stating “Plate Wrong, use 
description”; and various other corrections and refinements to the text. The new 1809 
variety, No. 6, is accompanied by photographs of the obverse and reverse, pasted in the 
margins.

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One of the finest collections of Charlie Steigerwalt s catalogues ever assembled. Steigerwalt s loca¬ 
tion left him far removed from most of the numismatic activity of 19th-century America. As John 
W. Adams has written, “That an individual could begin, much less carry on for thirty-three years, a 
coin dealership in the hamlet of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, is pertinent testimony as to the character 
of the man.” Despite the limitations he faced due to his distance from the larger cities, Steigerwalt 
handled some very impressive coins over his career—a fact that is only now becoming widely ap¬ 
preciated. His catalogues are always scarce and often rare. Adams page 106: “Early in his career 
(1881), Steigerwalt claims to have amassed a mailing list of over one thousand names. Perhaps so, 
but present availability of catalogs would suggest either much lower emissions or extraordinarily 
poor survival. Whichever, there’s darned little Steigerwalt material to go around nowadays. Given 
the man’s great interest in such specialties as colonial paper and large cents, not to mention his 
expertise overall, the time spent building a file on Charlie Steigerwalt is amply rewarded.” The run 
of Steigerwalt auction sales present here is remarkably complete, missing only eight sales listed 
by Adams (2A, 31, 41, 42, 47, 52, 54 and 57), while including a Stan Henkels sale that should be 
included (Sept. 10, 1894) and a Haseltine sale that should be cross-listed as partly catalogued by 
Steigerwalt (June 13, 1887). Sale 47 is noted as “not seen” by Adams and was also missing from 
Champa. This run includes sales 2A and 65, which were not included in the Champa library. The 
run of Steigerwalt’s bibliographically confusing fixed price catalogues is exceptionally complete. 
John Eshbach, who formed this collection, was a contributor to the 2001 Additions and Correc¬ 
tions supplement to Adams Volume I, and many of these are the discovery copies of Steigerwalt 
catalogues that were listed for the first time in that supplement. Including the numerous additions 
made to the Adams corpus in 2001, the Eshbach collection is only missing the following numbers: 
24, 31, 36, 40, 44, 52, 52A, 54, 56D, 58, 62A-62D, 65F, 69A, 72H and 72L-72N. It includes lists 41 
and 47, both of which are still listed as “not seen” by Adams, includes list 70 (completely unlisted 
by Adams), and includes two non-numismatic lists that are entirely unlisted and one numismatic 
list dated March 1905 that is unlisted. Number 47 was not present in the Champa holdings, which 
is the only accumulation previously offered to surpass the present lot’s coverage (as the Champa 
sale was held before the publication of the 2001 Adams supplement, direct comparison of Es¬ 
hbach and Champa’s holdings is sometimes difficult to make and there may well be other lists 
present that were lacking from Champa’s library). John Eshbach (1921-2011) was a longtime col¬ 
lector and a guiding force behind the Pennsylvania Association of Numismatists (PAN). A native 
of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, his interest in numismatic literature focused on the publications of 
Charles Steigerwalt, who also lived in Lancaster. Steigerwalt publications are notoriously difficult 
to collect. While the set assembled by Armand Champa and sold (in multiple lots) as part of his 
library was slightly larger, the Eshbach collection includes some material that was lacking even 
in Champa’s library. Eshbach was a recipient of the Farren Zerbe Award from the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Association, and was heavily involved in judging exhibits for the ANA. A remarkable 
collection assembled by a remarkable man.

A remarkable group of this important bank note reporter, the largest we have ever offered. Dillistin discusses pub¬ 
lisher John Thompson at length in his Bank Note Reporters and Counterfeit Detectors 1826-1866 (pages 78-93): “A 
publisher of a bank note reporter whose fame in his day was no doubt greater than that of any other publisher of 
these interesting periodicals was John Thompson, a farm boy and a son and grandson of Revolutionary soldiers. 
While not the pioneer in this field, he was without question the most prominent. ... Thompson, as a dealer and 
broker in uncurrent bank notes, was not very popular with the banks. The main source of profit to the banks 
was circulation, and the more notes a bank kept out and in circulation, the greater was the banks profit. Many 
of them were reluctant to redeem their notes in specie (gold or silver), when it could be avoided. Thompson, in 
buying up uncurrent notes, naturally paid for them in specie and in order to obtain more specie, to continue in 
business, his representatives would present such notes to the issuing banks for redemption. He had messengers in 
his employ who went out into the country for that purpose.... Early in 1842 when there were only two other bank 
note reporters of any importance published in New York City, John Thompson entered that field. ... Thompson 
appears to have enjoyed a good reputation in most of his dealings ... Thompsons reporter had a national reputa¬ 
tion as a journal giving trustworthy information and several of his contemporaries confirm this statement.... John 
Thompson died on April 19, 1891, at the age of eighty-eight, after a varied and interesting career, his life having 
spanned a most important period in American history.” As prolific a publisher as Thompson may have been, and 
as popular as his publication was, relatively few copies have survived of this publication which, while important 
at the time of publication, was of little subsequent use. Its ephemeral nature has led to a very high rate of attrition. 
Thompsons supplements to the Bank Note & Commercial Reporter, such as his Coin Chart Manuals, seem to be 
more common than the main publication itself, perhaps because they were issued infrequently and had a longer 
period of utility. Regardless of the reasons, this is a rare opportunity to obtain a significant group of this important 
bank note reporter.

Three of the plates depict 
choice early date large cents; three illustrate early silver coins in superb 
condition; and the final plate is devoted to early United States gold 
coins. In a July 1962 Numismatist article, Jack W. Ogilvie observed 
that Granberg “possessed one of the most outstanding collections in 
America.” In 1913, B. Max Mehl sold important selections from his 
collection, including 1884 and 1885 trade dollars and the Idler 1804 
dollar; additional Granberg coins were sold in two 1919 Mehl sales. 
Pete Smith observes in American Numismatic Biographies that the “re¬ 
mainder of his collection was sold piecemeal to Woodin, Raymond 
and others.”

The entire U.S. House proceedings, including Acts and votes, of the First Session of the Second Congress, October 
1791 through May 1792. Features the historic discussions leading up to the passage of the “Act Establishing a Mint, 
and Regulating the Coins of the United States,” including the contentious deliberations concerning whether U.S. 
coins should bear the likeness of the President. Along with the Senate Journal of the same Congressional session, 
of unparalleled importance and quite rare. 

The history of the Mint Act goes back to Alexander Hamilton’s January 28, 1791 report to the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives on establishing a Mint and a uniform currency. This report drew upon earlier efforts, but Hamilton’s 
work was the seed from which the final Act really grew. Hamilton’s report had to contend with the chaotic currency 
systems in place in the U.S. markets, which varied considerably across time and place. The crux of the matter was 
that the U.S. economy was tied to the coinages of foreign nations, and that U.S. sovereignty was not fully realized 
under such a system of dependence. Thomas Jefferson had much to say about Hamilton’s report, as did Robert 
Morris, the senator to whom the final proposals were given. On March 3,1791, Congress passed a Mint Act, albeit 
one that did little but authorize the President to hire the necessary personnel and purchase the required 
equipment. It did nothing to establish a U.S. currency or coinage in any practical way. 

The above leads up to the events chronicled in the present volume. On Tuesday, October 25, 1791, 
George Washington reminded the entire Congress that “The disorder in the existing currency, and especial¬ 
ly the scarcity of small change, a scarcity so peculiarly distressing to the poorer classes, strongly recommend 
the carrying into immediate effect the resolution already entered into concerning the establishment of a 
Mint. Measures have been taken pursuant to that resolution for procuring some of the most necessary art¬ 
ists, together with the requisite apparatus.” The Senate developed the initial draft of the Mint Act, and their 
discussions are presented in the Senate Journal for this session of Congress. The draff upon which the Sen¬ 
ate agreed was entered into the record on January 12, 1792 and sent to the House the following day for its 
approval. This version of the Act retained the wording in Section X mandating the likeness of the president 
on U.S. coins. The House famously disagreed with this part of the proposed Act, and amended it as follows: 


In the tenth section, strike out the words—“Or representation of the head of the President of the 
United States for the time being, with an inscription, which shall express the initial or first letter of 
his Christian or first name, and his sirname at length, the succession of the presidency numerically,”— 
And, in lieu thereof, insert—“Emblematic of liberty, with an inscription of the word liberty.” 


Votes were taken on both parts (the deleted and inserted text) of this amendment on 
the vote of each member is here recorded. The amended Act was sent back to the Senate on 
the Senate refusing the amendment that very day. The House then voted on whether to 
recede from the amendment, and voted against doing so. The Senate was informed that 
the House was insisting on the changes, and on Tuesday, March 27, the Senate informed 
the House that it was receding from their disagreement with the amendment, allowing the 
Act to move forward to the President. The bill was enrolled on March 28 and presented 
to President Washington. On April 2, 1792, Samuel A. Otis, the Senate Secretary, made 
the following announcement to the House: “Mr. Speaker—I am directed to inform this 
House, that the President of the United States did, this day, approve and sign an act which 
originated in the Senate, intituled, An act establishing a mint, and regulating the coins of 
the United States’” 

The Congressional deliberations leading up to the establishment of the United States 
Mint are recorded in this volume and in the Journal of the Senate for the same session of 
Congress. Copies are rare, with most impounded in institutional libraries. They provide 
extraordinarily important contextual information, allowing the reader to appreciate the 
Act’s full significance. Unlike the vast majority of bound copies of early governmental 
works, this copy is untrimmed, preserving the wide margins as originally printed. 

Other legislation discussed in this session included “An Act Regulating Foreign Coins, 
and for Other Purposes” and “An Act to Provide for a Copper Coinage,” as well as a num¬ 
ber of important non-numismatic pieces of legislation.

An early and important publication relating to the efforts of some in Congress to abolish the Mint. On April 2, 
the Committee of the Whole House had committed to it a bill to repeal the Acts establishing the mint. Here, 
President Jefferson relays a message from the Director of the Mint, Elias Boudinot, who begs Congress to make 
some provisions for the workers of the Mint if it is abolished: “the salaries and wages allowed in the Mint have 
not been increased since the first establishment of the institution, notwithstanding the great rise in the prices of 
every necessity of life for several years past. They have submitted to a bare subsistence without complaint, from the 
idea that their employment was permanent, while they behaved well, and that peace and reduced prices of food 
would give them an opportunity of making up former deficiencies. Add to this, that their constant habits in the 
Mint have made it difficult for them at once to return to their former occupations with advantage.” This brief letter 
from Boudinot underscores just how serious the threat to the Mint was at this time. The Director was past arguing 
against such a move—he was simply trying his best to prepare for the consequences should it occur. That it was a 
real possibility is quite evident in this publication. Rare. Shaw and Shoemaker 3347.

A remarkable group of letters, apparently being Homer 
K. Downing’s copies, likely later preserved by William¬ 
son. Ray Williamson was instrumental in getting the 
“Cent Collectors Forum” off the ground for The Numis¬ 
matist, though he modestly insisted throughout that he 
wasn’t qualified to give expert advice. In the February 
1948 letter to Mosher, he writes, “Apparently you think 
you’ve found yourself a cent expert named Williamson. 
Well, I’m afraid you haven’t. So far as I am concerned, 
most of your questions require real research to produce an 
answer worthy of the Numismatist. I’m enclosing my best 
estimates of correct answers. In most cases, I’m pleased to 
find I have enough books around to get some kind of an¬ 
swer ... The trouble is, such questions should be answered 
by people with coins, not books. I don’t even own a 1793 
cent of any variety or condition.” Modesty aside, William¬ 
son was an avid student of the old copper cents and their 
literature: “Now my idea is this. No knowledge of Numis¬ 
matics (or very little) is required to form a type collection or 
even a date collection. But the fellow who jumps off the deep 
end and starts a variety collection has to begin to study his 
coins and study the literature. The Standard Catalog is no 
longer adequate for his needs. To retain interest in variety 
collecting, he will have to acquire an interest in why the 
varieties differ. And this is the key to the solution of why 
should anyone collect varieties — the differences in the 
specimens lead to a historical study of early U.S. coining 
methods — metallurgy, mechanics, sources of metal 
supply, coinage authorization, etc. And this study in¬ 
evitably ties in with the people of the times and their 
economic and political thinking. There is no doubt 
of the fascination in such historical study & research 
and it is endless in scope” (letter from Williamson to 
Downing, July 13, 1948). While the “Cent Collec¬ 
tors Forum” didn’t last long (Williamson was called 
away professionally to Italy for most of 1950, and 
in his absence the column faded away, having only 
appeared in a few issues in 1949 and 1950), these 
letters give the reader a taste of what the world 
of early American coppers was like during this 
period. The introduction of Walter Breen (who 
would later revive the “Forum” in The Numisma¬ 
tist during 1957 and 1958) clearly hits the other parties like a 
lightening bolt. The 8-page letter from Breen to Williamson 
dated Nov. 2,1949 (present here in old photocopy) is aston¬ 
ishing, particularly when one notes that it was written from 
the hospital where he had been admitted in October 1948. 
(Breen was hospitalized on several occasions in the late 
1940s as a result of a severe beating he suffered in December 
1946. The beating left him almost dead, and required him to 
re-learn many basic functions. In the years after the assault, 
he suffered from several breakdowns and was resident at the 
Cushing VA Hospital in Framingham, Massachusetts at the 
time of writing.) Williamson’s Jan. 25,1950 letter responded 
to Breen’s more complex missives, noting, “your letters of 2 
Nov. and 12 Nov. have overwhelmed me to the point where 
I could not possibly find the time to satisfactorily reply to 
them ... please in the future let us take up only one item at a 
time, so that there is some chance of working fairly prompt 
replies into a busy schedule of daily living.” Later in life, Wil¬ 
liamson reflected on his early correspondence with Breen, 
publishing a number of excerpts from Breen’s letters in the 
100th issue of the Colonial Newsletter (July 1995, pages 
1521-1530B). A very interesting collection of correspon¬ 
dence giving a wonderful portrait of early cent collecting in 
the late 1940s and early 1950s.

A rare and important illustrated record of Wurtzbach’s notable collection, prepared for presentation purposes. 
Wurtzbach apparently gave out few copies, however, and most were probably distributed after his death in 1947. 
Wurtzbach dedicated his work “To the lovers and collectors of the most interesting and historically the most 
important issues of all our colonial and United States coinage.” The excellent plates remain useful for establishing 
pedigrees. Depicted are coins once in the collections of famous numismatists such as Finotti, McCoy, Mickley, 
Clay, Bushnell, Davis, Cleneay, Parmelee, Whitman, Winsor, Mills, H.P. Smith, Stickney, Gschwend, Zabriski, 
Earle, Parsons, Bement, Jackman, Jenks, Ten Eyck, Brand, Clapp, Ellsworth, Hall, Granberg, Col. Green, Guttag, 
Newcomer, Ryder, DeWitt Smith, Newcomer, T. James Clarke, Stearns, W.S. Lincoln and Dr. Clay. Wurtzbach’s 
collection was purchased by T. James Clarke, passed in turn to F.C.C. Boyd, and thence to John J. Ford, Jr., finally 
being dispersed in the remarkable October 18, 2004 Stack’s sale.
